His firR Concern was to eftabliih the Religion 
of the State as he found it, and whatever Changes 
he made in other Publick Matters* he was dill 
careful to avoid making any in this ; well confi- 
deririP' how tender a Point that was, and how 
dangerous Inch Alterations might prove in an un- 
fectfcl Empire. In Matters of Civil Government 
and Common Right, he Reform’d many ancient 
Laws, and Enabled feveral New; yet he aefted 
not wholly by his own Pleafure, but propounded 
many Things to be Debated in Publick, that if 
any difipprov'd of ’em, they might be Alter’d and 
Corrected. He defir’d all to declare their Opini¬ 
ons with the utmoft Freedom and Opennefs, and 
after hearing and weighing their Reafons, he 
wou’d aft as he thought ’em mod cogent; but he 
more particularly delir’d to be advis’d by the Con¬ 
fute* or his Collegue, if he himfelf bore that Of¬ 
fice ; all which manner of Proceeding made him 
dill more highly edeem’d and belov’d. Of the 
other Magidrates he made choice of one out of 
each fort, and out of the Senate fifteen, which 
were elected by Suffrage, and were condituted for 
fix Months to be his Councellors; that by this 
Means he might deem to communicate his De- 
figns to the red. He brought many things of 
great Note before the whole Senate ; but in Af¬ 
fairs of the highed Importance he often thought it 
mod proper to confult a few felect Perfons of the 

greateft Wifdom and Underdanding. He fome- 

times call'd thefe Perfons to decide Caufes ; tho 
the Senate condandy heard fome particular Mat¬ 
ters* and like wife gave Anfwer to the Ambalfa- 
dors of Kingdoms and other States as formerly.

This Year was as remarkable for feveral Wars 
in other Parts, as it had been for Revolts in Spain ; 
Marcus Crajfus, one of Augufbus s Lieutenants on the 
Danube, march’d into the Country of the Mosfians, 
a fierce and favage People beyond Panonia and the 
Danube, who had never feen the Romans. Upon 
the Approach of the Enemies Army., one of their 
Commanders came boldly up to the Front of the 
Roman Army, and cry’d, Who are you, that dare 

come to molejl us ? The other reply d, We are Ro- 
mans, the Lords of Nations. It jhall be fo, anfwer d 
the Mcejian, if you overcome ns ; and thereupon 
made a Vow to fieri fee to their Gods the Entrails of 
fuch Captains as they took of the Romans, and after¬ 
wards devour ’ cm. Notwithftanding theii Thi eats 
and their unufual Fiercenefs, they were foon put 
to Flight, and afterwards fubdu’d, with all thofe 
who had joyn’d with ’em. About the fame time 
Terentius Varro, another of the Emperour’s Lieu¬ 
tenants , fubdu’d the SalaJJi, a People upon the 
Alps, difarm’d ’em, gave part of their Territory 
to the Praetorian Soldiers, and there built a Cit^ 
call’d Augufa Pretoria, now Aonfte. Vinci us at this 
time appeas’d fome Troubles in Germany, and 
was very fuccefsfull in feveral Places, by which 

Victories he obtain’d for Augufbus the Title of 
Imperator, an Honour he had feveral Times re¬ 
ceiv’d before.

After which they all re¬ 
pair’d to Auguftus, with twenty four Axes and 
Fa]ccs, begging him to accept of the Dicratorjh.ft, 
and to permit himfelf to be made Procurator of 
Provisions, as Pompey had formerly been. He un¬ 
willingly accepted of the latter Imployment, and 
a< 5 led accordingly, bat wou’d by no Perfwafions

Thus long did Angujius Reign, in fome 
meafure with a Partner, tho’ not a Rival in his 
Empire ; and upon his Death he found it necefta- 

ry to have one for his Aftiftance in the Govern-

mcnr, fuperior to all others in Power and Dig¬ 
nity, the better to prevent Confpiracies and other 


Tnconveniencies.

choice of Tiberius , whom lie caused to quit his 
Wife Agrippina , the Daughter of Agrippa by a 
former Marriage, and to marry Julia. Shortly 
after he lent him a gain it the Pannonians , who had 


lately

which he fuccefsfully fubdued

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in a little time, leading away the Younger Sort 
into other Countries. On the other Side , his 
younger Brother Drufns did excellent Service 
againft the Gauls and Germans $ and at his Return 
was honour’d with the Pr*etor-{h ip. In the fame 
Year he pafi’d the Rhine a fecond time, and made 
very confiderable Conquefts; for which great 
Services he had Triumphal Honours decreed him ; 

and when the time of his Prtetor-i hip was expir’d, 

he obtain’d Proconfular Power. Both he and his 
Brother Tiberius were by the Soldiers faluted with 
the Title of Imperator, but it was not allow’d ’em 
by AaguJins, tfowever the Games which Drvftts 
exhibited as Praetor, were difeharg’d with great 
Expence, and the Birth-Day of Augnjtns celebra¬ 
ted with as much Solemnity ; thofe pompous En¬ 
tertainments call’d Augujlalia being now hi ft infti- Auguftalia. 

tuted by vertue of a S enatufconjultum , which con¬ 
tinu’d for many Ages. Thefe were made in Ho¬ 
nour oi Angujius , and this Prince gain’d more 
and more the Love and Efteem of his People, 
particularly by a late Inftance of his Mildnefs, 

when his great Friends Mecrenas and Apuleius were 
publickly reproach’d for defending a Perfon ac- 
cus d of Adultery : Angujius came into the Court, 
and calmly admonifhing the Accufsr JSfot to tra¬ 
duce his Friends and Kindred , rofe up and departed. 

He was fhortly after honour’d with Statues, and 
it was decreed. That upon his Birth-Day, unmar¬ 
ried Perlons of both Sexes might be prefent at 

the Feaft, which had never been allow'd before. 

This Year, the BeJJi and St alette , Barbarous 
Nations , making an Irruption into Thrace and 
Macedonia, were overthrown by Pifo Governour of 
Pamphylia , who obtain’d Triumphal Honours.

Dion relates the Story, met him in the Way, and 

calling him by his Name, demanded of him, TPlsi- 


t her his boundlefs Ambition would hurry him ? Decla 
ling further, 'That the Fates did not permit him to fie 
all Parts , therefore bad him retire , for the Period both of 
his Fife and Actions was now approaching. Drufus 

being now Thirty Years of Age, fhortly after 
died in his Return , before he cou’d reach the 


Rhine : But his Sicknefs continu’d fo long, that 
Attgnfius , who was at no great Distance from him, 
fent with all fpsed for his Brother 'Tiberius , who 
had craveli’d the lait Two hundred Miles in 
Twenty four Flours, and at his arrival found him 
Ifi 11 alive, tho’ juft expiring. He convey’d his 
Body to Rome , where he was extremely belov’d 
and admir’d. Centurions and Tribunes bearing it 

in the beginning, and afterwards the chiefeft Men 
of the City, with much Sorrow and Solemnity. 
His Body being ^plac’d in the Forum, he was there* 
honour’d bv Tiberius with a Funeral Oration; and 3

From thence he was born by the tnoft confidera- 
ble of the Fquites, and others of the Senatorian

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Rank, into the Campus Martins , where being burnt, 
the Aihes were laid in Augufius' s own Sepulchre. 
The Surname of Germatticus was alfo given to him 
and his Sons, belides the Honours of magnificent 
Statues and Triumphal Arches, and of a noble 
Monument upon the River Rhine ; all which were 
juftly due to a young Pei (on of his extraordinary 
Merits and uncommon Vertues. 

Augufius leaving the City fhortly after, retir’d 
himfelf, and wou’d not return this Year upon the 
Account of Dr ulus's Death ; but in the following 
he enter’d Rome , where he found both the Con- 
fuls and other Magiftrates accus’d for procuring 
their Places by Money. Augufius atprefent wou’d 
make no Inquifition, refolving to punifh none by 
vulgar Reports, nor pardon any who were mani- 
fefliy conviefted. But he wifely took confiderable 
Sums of Money of all fuch as flood for any Of¬ 
fice by way of Pledge ; and if any indirect Pra¬ 
ctices or Briberies were difcover’d, they were ob¬ 
lig’d to forfeit all. This Ordinance met with 
great Approbation from mofl Perfons, but his 
other concerning Slaves had not fo general a Sue- 
cels : Whereas the Laws had difallow’d of Slaves 
being oblig'd by Torture to confefs any thing 
again!! their own Maflers, Augufius therefore or¬ 
der'd, that when Neceflity requir’d it, fuch Slaves 
fhou’d be fold to himfelf, or the Publick, that 
their Property being alter’d, their Examination 
might be free. Tho’ this was difpleafing to many* 
yet Augufius hill grew more and more Popular, by 
reafon of his great Clemency and Compliance in 
many Cafes. Particularly, when one of his Sol¬ 
diers about this time defir’d him to undertake his 

Caufe, he immediately fent him an Advocate ; 
and that not fatisfying the Fellow, who boldly 
and bluntly told him. That he never ferv d him by

Before this War was compleatly finifii’d, Au- 
guftus in the Winter return’d to Rome , where great 
Complaints were made to him concerning the too 
great Number of the unmarry’d Eynites, which in 
a great meafure, proceeded from the Loofnefs of 
their Lives. This, together with the fatal Exam¬ 
ple of it to others, appear’d a Matter of fo dan¬ 
gerous a Confequence to this good Emperor, that 
he immediately fummon’d the whole Body of the 
Ecjueftrian Order ; where in the Affembly, he or¬ 
der’d the Marry d and Unmarry’d Perfons to be

much inferior to the Latter in Number, after a hig v i

Upon the finifhing the 'Wars in Dalmatia and A* is* 1 

Ymmonia Tiberius and Germanicus return d to Rome, 
where they were decreed Triumphal Honours, 
and Triumphal Arches in Vannonia, on which 
magnificent Trophies were plac’d. Germanics* 
for°his excellent Services was alfo allow’d Frazsrt- 
f ,n Honours, and Liberty to hand for the Con- 
fulfhip , tho’ only twenty four Years of Age. 

But the Joy of thefe Triumphs and new Advance¬ 
ments in Rome immediately vanifh’d upon the 
dreadful News from Germany of the entire Defeat 
of Quintilius Varus • a Perfon rather of an Illuftn- 
ous than a Noble Family, who Commanded in 
that Country, and a&ed as tho’ the Germans were 
more ealily curb’d by the Roman Laws than the 
Roman Sword. Fie had manag’d his Affairs with 
that exceeding Cureichiefs and Indifcietion, that 
the Germans by their Induffry and Stiatagems eafi— 
ly found Means to draw him into their Country 
through Woods and Marfhes in feparate Bodies, 
which caus’d the lofs of his Life, and the entire 
deftruclion of three compleat Legions, with as 
many ALe y and fix Cohorts; an Overthrow the 
greatelt that the Remans ever receiv d iince that ot 
CraJJus againfl the Parthians above 6o Years be- 

fore. Thefe were the belt and choiceft Legions 
of the whole Empire, either for Valour, Dilci- 
pUne, or Experience ; fo that the News of this 
lofs at Romcy together with the defencelefs State 
of Italy againft the Gauls and Germans y put the 

J City 
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City into a great Conflernation, Guards being fet 
in all Places to prevent Tumults and Difturbance. 
This was fiich a fenfible Affliction to the good 
Old Emperor, that he let his Beard and Hair 
grow for feveral Months; and, as many write, 
did fometimes in a very diBurb’d Manner, knock 
his Head againft the Wall, crying. Reft ore the Le¬ 
gions Varus ! Fie vow'd the great Games to Ju¬ 
piter y when he recover'd the Commonwealth, as 

had been done formerly in the Wars of the Cimbri 
and Mar ft ; and he Yearly obferv’d the Day of 
this Defeat as a Day of Mourning. Upon Intel¬ 
ligence, fhortly after, that the Ger?na?is had not 
pafs’d the Rhine , as was expected, nor made any 
great Advantage of their Victory, the Peoples 
Fears were much abated ; however Auguftus was 
Bill very diligent in railing what Men he cou’d 
procure, which he fuddenly difpatch’d away un¬ 
der the Command of 'Tiberius into Germany. 

Tiberius invaded Germany with much Vigour, to¬ 
gether with GermaniciiSj who had the PoVver of 
Proconful: They made great Devaftations in ma¬ 
ny Parts, but fubdu’d no Nation, nor fought any 
Battel, keeping chiefly about the Rhine , and pru¬ 
dently avoiding thole falfe Beps which ruin d 
Varus. In the latter end of the Year they re¬ 
turn’d to Rome , at which time Young Drufits , the 
Son of Tiberius , was made Quaftor , and fixteen/Yf- 
tors were created at this time, tho’ for many 
Years following there were but twelve* Some 
DiBurbances being now rais’d by Augurs and For¬ 
tune-Tellers, Auguftns wifely forbad all fuch Per- 
fons to ufe any publick or private Predictions con¬ 
cerning the Death of any Man ; not that he was 
any way apprehenfive himfelf, for he publickly 
expos’d the Scheme of the Heaven under which 
he was fuppos’d to have been born. He alfo com-

After which Volybius, one of 
Auguflus’s Freed-Men, publickly read his Wili in 
the Senate-PIoule, wherein he made 'Tiberius and 
LI via his Heirs * and by that Livia was likewife 
adopted into the 'Julian Family, and Intituled 
by the Name of Augufta. Here he gave confide- 
rable Legacies to many Private Perfons, to thofe 
of the Praetorian Guards, to the Legionary Soldi¬ 
ers, and to all the Inhabitants of Rome. He was 
very bountiful to the Children of many, but 
wou’d not reftore his Daughter Julia , Wife to 

Tiberius; but particularly forbad her being bury’d 

in his Sepulchre, notwithstanding he left her a 
Legacy in his Will. Behdes his Will, four other 
Writings of his were produced at this time : In 
one he had left Inftrucftions concerning his Fune¬ 
ral : In another, an enumeration was made of his 
feveral Exploits, which was to be cut in Pillars of 
Brafs,and plac’d before his Monument. The third 

Writing contain’d, an account of the Provinces, 
Forces, and Revenues of the Empire, with the 
Ill ’ues. Arrears, State of the Treafury, with other 
Matters belonging to the Publick. In the fourth 
he gave many wife Inftrucftions and Directions to 
Tiberius and the Commonwealth : Among other 
things there, it was his Opinion, That they ought 

carefully to endeavour the committing the Governmetit to 
Perfons be ft qualify'd for itj and not to allow too much 
Authority to one Man^ lejl he Jhoud turn Tyrant , or his 
Ruine endanger the Common-wealth. He likewife 
charg’d ’em. To be fattsffd with their prefent For¬ 
tune *, and not to defire the Enlargement of the Empire’s 
Bounds j for it be mg difficult to keep what they had al¬ 
ready gain d y they woud probably , by endeavouring to 
obtain more , lofe what they now poffefs’d.

At the City fie was met by the Se¬ 
nate and whole People of Rome, with a ftrange 
and wonderful Mixture of Lamentations and Ac¬ 
clamations ; Tiberius himfelf outwardly appearing 
as deeply concern d as any other, for the un¬ 
timely End of his Adopted Son. On the Day 

that the Allies were reported in the Tomb of 
Auguflus , all were in a profound Silence in the 

former Part, when of a Sudden they broke out 

into lowd Cries and Lamentations, and th cCampus 
Martins was fill'd with mighty Throngs of Peo¬ 
ple , and fhin’d like the Day with blazing 
Torches; where the Soldiers and People with ex- 

tream Paffion cry’d out. The Comm on-Wealth was 
fallen to the ground ! not considering the Temper 
of the prelent Governors. Tiberius moft craftily 
diffembl’d all this, but nothing fo fenlibly touch’d 
him, as the ardent Affection the People fhevv’d 

to Agrippina ; calling Her, The Honour of their 
Country , the true Pattern of Antiquity , and the only 
Blood of the great Auguftus ; and turning towards 
Heaven, and praying. That her IJ]ue might continue 

Ion?, and outlive the JPichcd. 

The People's zealous Affection towards Agrip¬ 
pina , was not more remarkable than their violent 
Hatred to PiJo y whom they publickly accus’d of 
Murdering Germ aniens. Pijo having now over¬ 
come all Fear and Modefty, and prefuming upon 
the great Favour of Tiberius , fhortly after came to 
Rome ; where in behalf of Agrippina , and her 

Friends, he was accus'd before the Senate of ma¬ 
ny other Crimes befides the Death of Germanicus ; 
particularly. That he had corrupted the Common

flurb his Repofe, and (topp'd the Concourfe of 
Citizens by placing Soldiers in the Ways* yet hill 

growing weary of Towns and Colonies, and all 
Places on the Continent, he withdrew himfelf 
into a very pleafant Ifland call'd Capreai, over-a- 
gainfl Naples , and three Miles from the Continent, 
where he wholly abandon’d himfelf to all imagi¬ 
nable Scandal and Wickednefs. He was never 
more Sufpicious and Credulous than at prefent. 
Qualities which Sejanus always endeavour’d to 
excite; and now fecret Spies and Informers were 
employ'd in all Parts of the City, which caus'd 
numerous Difturbances and Cruelties, and the 
Deaths of many Worthy Perfons. If a Perfon of 
confiderable Merit teftify’c! any Concern for the 
Glory of the Empire, 'Tiberius immediately fu- 
fpebted it was only a fecret Defign of gaining it. 
If any other had an innocent remembrance of Li¬ 
berty, he was look'd upon as a dangerous Perfon, 
and one who aim'd at the re-eftablidoing the Com¬ 
mon-wealth. To praife Brutus and Cajjuts was a 

Capital Crime ; to bewail Auguftus , a fecret Of¬ 
fence ; and fo much the more dangerous, becaufe 
Tiberius had always commended him in Publick, 
and caus'd Divine Honours to be decreed him. 
And every Adtion became liable to forc’d Inter¬ 
pretations ; fimplicity of Difcourfe, they faid, 
exprefs'd evil Dehgns; a difereet Silence conceal’d 
mifehievous Intentions * Joy was the Hopes of 
the Prince’s Death ; Melancholy an Envying his 
Profperity ; and Fear the juft apprehenfions of a 
guilty Confcience: So that to fpeak, to be blent, 
to be glad, to be griev’d, to be fearful or affur d, 
were all Crimes, and very often inclin'd the ex- 
treameft Punifhments.

Chap. II. TIBERIUS lit. 

Daggers. He generally executed his Fury with 
fuch extream feverity, that he efteem’d it a Fa¬ 
vour, and an Adtof Mercy, to put Perfons to an 
ordinary Death $ fo that when a particular Per- 

fon, call’d Carnulim, had kill’d himlelf to prevent 

other Torments, he cry'd out. Ah, horn has Car- 
nulius ejeapd me ? And to another Prifoner, who 
earneflly begg’d. That he wou’d not deferr his 
Death, he fa id. He mas not yet fo much his Friend as 
to haften it . Sometimes he was more Merry in his 
Cruelties, particularly when a certain Buffoon 
had flopp’d a Hearfe, and defir’d the Dead Body 

to tell Align ft us. That his Legacies given to the Feople 
mere yet unpaid j Tiberius lent for him, and having 
paid him his Part, caus’d him to be immediately 
Executed, bidding him tell Auguftus, That Joe mas 
paid. Notwithstanding he being fo continually 
harden’d in his Vices, he had fo iriuch fenie of 
Remorfe at particular Inftants, that his Actions 
fometimes prov’d his own Scourge and Punifh- 
ment j particularly when he wrote to the Senate 
to fpare a Favourite of his, he after fome fervile 
Entreaties told 'em. That the Gods a?id Goddefjes had 

fo affliiled and confounded him , that he knem not horn 

or mhat to mrite. At particular Intervals he fhew d 
fome Sparks and Relicts of his former Vertues and 
Ingenuity 5 but thele were al wav's Hided, and his 
Cruelties encreas’d by his prodigious Gluttony and 
Drunkennefs, and his more prodigious Rafts, 
which ftill more violently rag’d at a Time 
when Age and Nature delign'd to correct and 
cure ’em. He filthily abus’d moft of the eminent 
and illuftrious Radies of the City, and made em 
fubferVient to his Lull 5 and his great Parts and 
Ingenuity now only ferv’d for exquiiite Inventi¬ 
ons, and to make his Vices more extravagant 
and abominable; At his Retirement in the Ifte 
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of Caprea, he invented Rooms on purpofe for his 
libidinous Exercifes, where he made ufe of all 
manner of Incentives, iome of which were of 
that monftrous and deteftable Nature, that they 

ought not to be mention’d or imagin’d. 

For all this {pace 'Tiberius was Ihamefully negli¬ 
gent of his Armies and Governours of Provinces, 
and of the Security of his Dominions from Fo¬ 
reign Devaluations. He fuffer’d Moefia to be feiz’d 

on by the Dacians and 5 
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nino- fir ft with Tiberius himfelf, whom he fmo- 
ther’d with a Pillow, or elfe Poyfon’d him, as^ 
fome Authors report, being now 78 Years of ■ 
A^e. Authors differ about the manner of his 
Death, and fome feem to excufe Caligula of the 
Fact-, tho’ he publickly confcfs’d, tiiat he delign’d 

his Death, to re-vengc the A'lurdcr of his feveral Rela¬ 
tions. 

This was the deferved End of Tiberius Hero, 
the child Emperor of Rome ; and tho’ he had 

highly oblig’d the City by a large Contribution 

towards the Damages of a Fire in the preceding 
Year, yet the News of his Death was receiv'd at 
Rome with all the imaginable Demonftrations of 
Joy ; fome running about in great numbers, 
-nd crying, Throw Tiberius into the Tiber \ o- 
rhers befeeching their Mother Earth , and the 

Infernal Gods, to vouch]afe him 710 Place but among 
impious and deteflable Wretches $ and others threat- 

ning to drag his vile Carcafs into the Gcmon'us, 
die Place for common Malefactors. All thefe 
Indignities, together with his unnatural Death, 
was but a juft Vengeance from Heaven to a Per- 
fon whom it had endu’d with the greateft Wit 
and Ingenuity, and who had wickedly employ’d 
it to the fadsfying his Lulls and Ambition, the 
enflaving of his Country, the deftroying of his 

Subjects, and the corrupting and weakning the 
molt glorious Empire in the World by his perni¬ 
cious Maxims. To give his Character, in ftiort : 
As Auguflus may juftly be faid to have been the 
wife ft and greftteft Monarch, and the moft skil¬ 
ful Politician in the World ; fo Tiberius may truly 
be faid to have been the moft fubtle and fwelling 
Tyrant, and the moft exquifite State-Jugler thac 

Rome ever law. He corrupted all that was good, 
and introduce all that was bad in the Empire: 
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And what prov’d a far greater Misfortune to the 
State, was its having his falfe Politicks embrac’d 
by the greateft part of his Succeffors, leveral of 
which were greater Monfters, and far more ig¬ 
norant than himfelf, who plac’d the Honour 

and Glory of their Reigns not in governing the 

Empire befl, but in enflaving it moft; Methods 
that generally prove as Fatal to Princes, as De- 
{fru< 5 Hve to Subjects. ’Tiberius dy’d in the 790 th 
Year of the City, 63 Years afcer the perfect Set¬ 
tlement of the Empire by Augustus, 3 8 Years af¬ 
ter our Saviour’s Nativity, and five after his Cru¬ 
cifixion.

From the Death of Tiberius, to the Death of 
Nero, the Sixth Emperor ; which ended 
the Julian Family , and firfl broke the Sue - 
cejfion of the Empire .

Containing the Space of about 30 Tears. 

I. \ ^ H E Death of Tiberius prov’d a double Sa- 

Jl ti station to the Senate and People of 

Rome , both for its freeing them from a Mercilefs 
Tyrant, and for its making Way for lo hopeful a: 
Succeffor as Cains Caligula ; who was highly be- 
lpv’d and reflected, upon the Account oi^,$he ex¬ 
traordinary Merits of his Father Gtfrmanicus, and 
the great Injuries done.to Him and his Family. 
Therefore as he remov’d Horn Mifenum, where 
Tiberius dy’d, infinite Numbers of the principal 
Men of Rome, went out to entertain Him aipon 
the Way , with extraordinary; Rejoy.cings and 

Con- 
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Congratulations, notwithftanding he came mourn¬ 
ing with the dead Body of Tiberius , which the 
Soldiers brought to be burnt at Rome , according 
to the Cuftom of that Time. At his Entrance 
into Rome with great Solemnity, he was receiv’d 
with new Names and Epithets of Honour, and 
the utmoft Marks of real Affection ; and the 
Senate being affembled, with the People throng¬ 
ing into theHoufe, he was by univerfal Confent Caligula 

declar’d Emperor, with full Power, contrary to made Enge- 
the exprefs Will of Tiberius , who left him but Co- yor ~ 

Heir with hisGrandfon Tiberius , then under-Age, 
and in his Yratexta. The Joy for this new Em¬ 
peror, was not confin’d to the narrow Bounds of 

Ro?ne and Italy, but dilated it felf through all the 

Empire; So~ that the Space of three Months, 
by Computation above 160000 Cartel were Sa¬ 
crific’d upon that Occafion. Shortly after his E~ 
ledfion, upon his Paffage into thelfleof Campa¬ 
nia, not far diftant from the City,the People made 
Vows for his Return, not omitting the lead: Op¬ 
portunity of expreffing their exceeding Care for 
his Safety $ and when afterwards befell Sick, the 
People throng’d whole Nights about his Palace, 
fome offering themfelves to Combate for his Safe¬ 
ty, and others devoting themfelves to Death at 
his Recovery, and fet up Bills of their Refoiuti- 
ons in the Streets. To this infinite Aftedlion of 
the Citizens, was added the no lefs Favour and 
Relpedt of Strangers ; for Artabanus King of 
Par tbia 9 who had exprefs’d nothing but Hatred 
and Contempt to Tiberius, fought his Alliance 
himfelf ; and coming to a perfonal Conference 
with one of his Legates who had been Conful, he 
pafs’d the Euphrates, adored the Eagles and other 
Enfigns of the Empire, and kifs’d the Images of 
this new Emperor. So that Caligula wanted no 
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Reverence into their Urns, with no lefs Pomp 
and Formality, hecarry’d them to O/iia, fetting up 
his Standard in the Stern of his Galley j and 
from thence along the Tiber to Rome, where they 
were convey’d by the moll illultrious of the 
EcjHcJfy'um Order, into a famous Maufolaum. Be- 

fides which, he ordain’d publick Services and De¬ 
votions to be annually obforv’d in their Comme¬ 
moration ; inllituted Solemn Games for his Mo¬ 
ther in the Circus , and in Honour of his renown¬ 
ed Father call’d the Month September , by the 
Name of Germ aniens. Thefe Ceremonies being 
over, by an Abt of the Senate, he conferr’d upon 
his Grandmother Antonia , all the fame Honour 

that Livid Attenda had formerly j and that thete 
might be no room left for Apprehensions in the 
Informers, againft his Mother and Brothers, he 
caus’d all the Regifters and Records relating to 
thole Matters, to be brought publickiy into the 
Forum, and there to be burnt in his Prefence ; 
fir ft calling the Gods to Witnefs, That he never 
read them. And the Kindnefs which he had hi¬ 
therto ftiewn them, was die reafon he refus’d a 
Note that was offer’d him, tending to the Difco- 
very of a Confpiracy againft him , alledging. 

That he was not Conjcions of any Athon that might 
de'lrve the Hatred of any Man ; therefore he had no 

Ears for Informers. 

The Beginning of this Emperor’s Reign, was 
all Clemency and Regularity $ and pretending to 
govern with Juftice and [Moderation, he caus d 

the famous Models and Inftitutions of Auguftus to 
be publifh’d and revived, which had been neg¬ 
lected and difus’d by Tiberius \ giving likewife a 
free Jurisdiction to the Magiltrates, without re- 
ferving any Appeal to himfelf. He likewife be¬ 
gan to regulate and reform many Abufes in the

State, and feverely punifh’d corrupt Governours 5 
among which he banifh’d Po?itius 'Pilate to Vienne in 
Gnu!, where he afterwards kill’d himfelf with his 

own Hands, and fo became the Revenger of his 

Wickednefs upon himfelf, as the Betrayer of our 
Saviour had done before. He took a Oriel View 

of all the Equites , taking away their Rings and 
Horfes in a mod pubiick manner, when lie found 
them guilty of any infamous Grime; and ba¬ 
nifh’d without Remiffion the Spi?nria or Inven¬ 
ted of abominable Recreations from Rome. He 
remitted feveral Impofitions invented by Tibe¬ 
rius, and was fb popular, that Suetonius tells us,that 
he endeavour’d to reftore the ancient Manner of 

Elections of Magi Orates, by the Suffrages of the 
People. Though the Will and Teftament of 72 - 
berhes was declared Null by the Senate, and that 
of Li via Augufta flippred by Tiberius , yet he 

caus’d all their Legacies to be punctually paid, 
without either Clamour on one fide, or Fraud 
on the other; and to make Young Tiberius fome 
Amends for his mi fling the Crown, he made him 
Prin <c-.)s ln-vevtntis.W<z madeGood the Loffes which 

I k ^ 

feveral had ludain'd by Fire ; and when he re- 
ffored fome Princes to their Kingdoms who had 
been unjuftly difpoffefs'd by Tiberius , he gave 
them likewife all the Arrears of their Revenues, 
particularly to Antiochus King of Com agena , to 
whom hcrerurn’d almod a Million of our Mo¬ 
ney. And that he might appear an Incourager of 
great and good Examples, he gave to a Libertine 
Woman So coo Sefterces,for enduring the mod ex- 
quilite Torments, without difeovering the Secrets 
of her Patron. For thefe worthy Actions, a- 
mong other Honours done to him, a Shield of 
Gold bearing his Image, was decreed to be car¬ 
ry d annuaiiv on a fee Day by the Colledge of 

Priefts 
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Priefts into the Capitol, being follow’d by all the 
Senate in Order, with the Children of the No¬ 
bility finsing in Praife of the Emperor’s Vertues ; 

and befides it was ordain’d, That the Day m 
which he was ordain’d to the Empire, Ihould be 
call’d Pubitia, implying a new Foundation ot the 

Qty. 

Thus happily did Caligula Reign for above eight 
Months, in which Space he had all the Appear¬ 
ance of a good Prince,and a Patron of Vertue; but 
all his Moderation and Clemency vanifht in a 
fliort Time, and giving a full Loofe to his furious 
Pa (lions, he foon degenerated into a Tyrant and 

a Monfter of Men ; So that it was truly faid ot 

him. There never was a better Servant, and aw or] e 

Maffier than He. And for the reft of his Reign, 
the Reader is to expeeft nothing but an uninter¬ 
rupted Train of execrable Vices, monftrous Ex¬ 
travagancies, and fuch ridiculous Inconfiftences, 
as cannot be well related with that Gravity and 
Decency neceffary to an Hiftorian , nor with that 
Order and Method which I wou’d willingly ob- 
ferve. His Pride and Vanity began firft to dil- 
play themfelves, and he was the firft Emperor 
that caus’d himfelf to be call’d Lord, looking up¬ 
on all Mankind as his Servants and Vaffals. When, 
certain Kings, who came to pay him Homage, 
had fome Conteft about Place and Superiority in 
RefpecF of their Crowns , he interrupted their 
Difpute by repeating a Verfe in Homer in the P er ~ 
fon of UlyJJes, which fays. Let there be but one Lord 

and King below : And had then taken upon him 
the Crown and Diadem of a King, which was 
mod odious to the Romans , but was told. That 

he was already above all the Kings and ALonarchs in 

the World. From that time he took upon him tho 

Titles of Father of Hrmies, Optimus and Maximus, 

with 
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with other Epithets of Honour, which the Romam 

f ave only to their great God Jupiter ; and feeing 
hepherds and Herds-Men were in a Degree 
far above their Beafts and Cattle, fo he judg’d 
that the Lord of Mankind was not to be rank'd 
in the Degree of Men, but of the Gods ; where¬ 
upon he impioufly affum’d divine Honours. He 
caus’d the Heads of the Statue of Jupiter , and of 
fbme other Gods to be taken off, and others re- 
femblinghis own to be put in their Places; and 
in the Temple of Cafior and Pollux, he often plac’d 
himfelf between the Images of thofe Brothers, to 
be ador’d of all that came thither, fbme being fo 
prophane, a's to Salute him by the Name of Ju¬ 
piter Latlahs. But being polled with the Spirit 

of Incondancy, he chang’d his God-fhip, as of¬ 
ten as he chang’d his Clothes , being onetime a 
Male Deity, and at another a Female : Sometimes 
he was Jupiter, other times Juno, fometimes Mars, 
other times Venus, Sometimes Neptune and Apollo , 
and other times Diana. At length his prodigious 
Pride and Impiety carry’d him fo far, as to build 
and dedicate a Temple to his own Divinity, in 
which Temple he had his own Image in Gold, 
done to the Life, and every Day cloath’d in the 
fame Ro :es that he himfelf wore. He likewife 
Inftituted a fet of Prieds to officiate in his Tem¬ 
ple, who daily Sacrific’d Peacocks , Pheafants, 

Numidian Hens, and the moft rare and delicate 
Fowls that cou d be procur’d ; and generally the 
richeft Men of the City, either by Money or Fa¬ 
vour, purchas’d the Dignity of this Priefthood, 
according as Vacancies fell. And as tho’ his o- 
ther Follies were not fufficiently extravagant, he 
became Prieffc to himfelf, and admitted his Wife 
and his Horfe to be Fellow-Priefts with him ; 
and becaufe he would be a real Jupiter , he had 

Inven- 
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Inventions to imitate Thunder and Lightning, 
frequently defying Jupiter in Homer s Speech, Do 
you take me from hence , or Til take you. As he ac¬ 
counted himfelf a God, he fometimes went out 
in a full Moon, and courted and made Love to 
her, as if ffie had been a fair Lady, inviting her 
to his Bed, To taft of the Vleafure of his Embraces . 
He often went to the Temple of Jupiter, and 
joyning himfelf to the Image,whifper’d to it; then 
laid his Far to that for the receiving an Anfwer, 
fnmetimes Teeming very angry, and threatning , 
To fend it packing to G reece ; and afterwards to be 
pacifi’d, being contented. That they twojhoud dwell 
friendly together : And in this Manner hie proceed¬ 
ed to a thoufand monftrous Abfurdities, as well 
as abominable Impieties. 

On the other Side, this Prince who prefum d 

to difplace the immortal Gods, and to make him- 

felf one, cou d not avoid envying and grieving 
a r the Plonours and Felicities, of Mortal Men. 
He batter’d and defac’d the Images and Statues of 
many illuffrious Perfons ; and fo much hated the 
Memory of his Grand-Father Hgrippa, that ra¬ 
ther than be thought of his Extraction, he pub- 

liili'd. That his Mother mas conceiaj d by the Incefi be- 

tween Augudus and his Daughter Julia : And being 
not fatisfr’d with thisunjuil Afperfion upon Au- 
gufhts, he forbad the Celebration of the Feftivals, 
inftituted in Commemoration of his Victories in 
Sicily, and at Allium, condemning them as perni¬ 
cious to the Common-Wealth. Fie us’d all En¬ 
deavours to bring the Poem of Virgil, and the Hi- 
ftory of Livy into Difgrace; the ^former he faid 
had no TVit , the latter was Verbofe and Negligent , 

ordering his Statues to be remov'd from the Li¬ 
braries in Rome ; and he faid, Seneca mas all Sand 

without Lime , cenluring in like Manner the 

Sublimed 















Sublimeft Wits in Rome . Befides which he took 

from many Patricians and Noble-Men of the Ci¬ 
ty, the ancient Arms and Ornaments of their Fa¬ 
milies ‘ as from Torquatos the Chain., from Cincimm- 
tm the Lock of Hair, and from Cn. Pomp el ns of 
very ancient Extradiion, the Title of Great Pto- 
lomy; the latter of which being call’d from his 
Government, and received with great Honour, 

was inhumanely flain, only becaufe the Luftre 
of his purple Gown, had drawn the Eyes of the 
Spectators in the Theatre upon him, when the 
Emperor was prefent himfeif. His Envy yet de- 
lcended to meaner Matters ; fo that there was no 
Man of fo low and abject a Condition, whom he 
envy p d not, if any natural Bleffing or Qualifica¬ 
tion diftinguifh’d him from others, even to the 
caufing feveral in the City to be fhav’d, for ha¬ 
ving Hair more beautiful than ordinary. For 
the like Reafon he barbaroufly treated Efim Pro- 
cttlnsj a worthy Gentleman, who was fo extraor¬ 
dinary beautiful, and fb remarkable in the City 
for his great Comelinels and Tallnefs of Stature, 
that he was ufiially call’d ColoJJerosj or the lovely 
Col ofm. This Perfon being obferv’d by Caligula , 
as he fat viewing of the bloody Spectacles in the 
Amphitheatre, out of pure Envy he caus’d him to 
be drag d down from the Seats above, to the 
Combitants, and there to fight for his Life. When 
after a brave Tryal with two feveral Men, he 
came off Victorious , this Tyrant immediately 
caus’d him to be bound, and cloath’d in Tatters 
and Rags, to be led about the City, fliewn to the 
Women, and then Slain. Being at a publick 
- Game, where a particular Gladiator had Succeed¬ 
ed with more than ordinary Applaufe, he was 
fo highly difpleas’d, that he flung himfelf out of 
the Amphitheatre in a Fury, and Rumbling up-

Or eft ill a with Vifto , as foon as the Solemnity was 
over, he commanded her to be brought to him 
as his own Wife; Yet in a few Days he dif- 
mifs’d her, and after that banifh’d Her, upon Suf 
picion fhe had been with her Husband after fhe 
was parted from him. He was alfo enamour'd 
of Lolita Vaulina, upon a bare Relation of a Grand- 
Mothers great Beauty; and thereupon fent for 
from another Country, where her Husband C. 
Arfemmius was General of an Army, and fore dher 
to become his Wife ; but he not only divored 
her fhortly after, but likewife forbad her future 
Matching with any Man whatfoever. C^efoniaccimc 
next into his Affections, and there continu'd ; a 
Mother of three Children, neither Young nor 
Beautiful, but fo addicted to Luxury and Lafcivi- 
oufnefs, that he now met with a proper Confort: 
And he lov’d her fo intirely, that he fometimes 
fhew d her to the Soldiers all in Armour , and 
fometimes to his Friends ftark Naked , trare¬ 
forming her by thefe Viciffitudes into two Ex- 
treams equally unbecoming her Sex, to a Mian and 

to a Bealt. ^ 

But not to dwell any longer in thefe Scenes ot 

Impurity, Caligula was as boundlefs in his Prodi¬ 
gality, as lie was extravagant in his Luffs ; and 
yet at the fame time infupportable in his Avarice. 
In Luxury and riotous Expences, he exceeded the 
Inventions of all the Prodigals of that Age; ha¬ 
ving contriv’d new Ways of Bathing, and found 
out moft prodigious Diflies for his Entertainments. 
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He us’d Baths of the richeft Oyls, and moft pre¬ 
cious Perfumes in the World ; and had Banquets 
with the moft valuable Pearls and Jewels diffolv’d 
and put among his Meat, and fometimes had Ser¬ 
vices of pure Gold to be given to his Guefts in 

ftead of Meat, affirming. That a Man ivas either 
to be a good Husband or an Emperor. Befldes which, 

for feveral Days together, from the Top of Julia's 
Tower, he call down confiderable Sums of Mo¬ 
ney among the People. Fie commanded certain 
Ships to be built of prodigious Bulk, the Timber 
bein CT Cedar, the Sterns Ivory befet with Gold 
and Jewels, the Sails and 1 ackling of various 
Silks, the Cabins and Galleries fpacious and con¬ 
venient, with great variety of Vines and Apple- 
trees, under the Shade of which he often din’d 
atnongft Voices and other, Niufick, fometimes 

coafling along the Shore of Campania . with great 
Pomp and Splendor. In all his Buildings both of 
Palaces and Houfes of Pleafure, he con fid er’d no¬ 
thing but his own particular Fancy, and continu¬ 
ally dehgn’d fuch Works as to others feenfd ini- 
poflible.. He order’d large Pillars and Towers to 

be built in the Bottom of the Sea, cut his Way 
through Rocks of impenetrable Flint, levell’d 
Mountains, and elevated Plains and Valleys, pre- 
fuming to alter and correct the greateft. Works of 
Nature ; and all with incredible Expedition, pu- 
nifhing the leaft Lazinels or Delay in the Work¬ 
men with prefent Death. By his various Rinds 
of Extravagancies, in leis than a Years {pace, be- 
fides all his ordinary Revenues, he conlum’d about 
Eighteen Millions of our Money, which Tiberius 
had ferap’d together before his Death: Which 
fhews, That tho’ there is Treafure in the World 
Efficient to maintain and {import all its infinite 
Numbers of Inhabitants, yet there is, not enough 
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the whole World to maintain one prodigal

Caligula having by this and many other Extra¬ 
vagancies drain’d and exhaufted his Exchequer, 
he'betook himfelf to all Manner of Rapines and 
Extortions, inventing all Kinds of Penalties, Con- 
fifeations, and [mpolls : And in thefe Matters 


there was no fort of Fraud 


or Diffimulation 


which he fcrupled to ufe j often upbraiding all 
Perfons with their Covetoufnefs, and that they 
ware vet a.famed to have mere Riches than he. He 
usd ftrange Exactions and Impofitions, fu fieri ng 
nothing to pafs in common Ufe without bringing 
Money into his ’Treafury • fet a Rate upon all 
Meat , a Rate upon Procefles in Law, a Rate 
upon Porters Wages, and a Rate upon Proftitutes 
Gains. He caus'd Free-men to purchafe their 
Freedom a fecond Time ; and poyfbn’d many 
who had nam'd Him for their Fleir, to have an 
immediate Poffeffion of their Eftates : felling 


immediate Poffeffion of their Eftates ; felling 
likewife the Jewels and Goods of his condemn’d 
Sifters, the Royal Robes and Ornaments of An¬ 


thony 


Aitgujhis , 'Julia , Antonia , and others of the 


Imperial blood. 


And befides the ftrange Profits 


ariiing from his dead Sifter Druflla , that he might 
not be unexperienc’d in the bafeft and moft fcan- 
dalous Impofitions, he fet up a Brothel-FIoufe in 
His own Palace, throughly furnifh’d with all Kinds 
of Profticutes. Bawds, and Panders, for an Im¬ 
provement of Iris Revenues. And likewife he 
made his Palace a common Gaming-EIoufe, and 
himfelf the Mafter-Gameifter, not ferupling Cog-

Kind of Artifice to enhance his Gains. 


Having 


once in the micUt of his Game efpy’d two rich 

Knights 
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Knights paffing through his Court, he fuddenly 
went down, caus’d both to be apprehended, and 
their Eftates to be confifcated and returning to 
his Game, boafted, That he ?iever had a better 'Throw 

in his Life. Another time, wanting Money for 
his Stake, he went down and caus’d feveral No¬ 
ble-men to be flain ; then returning, told the 

Company , That they fit flaying there for a fevJ 
fence , while he had won 600000 Seferces. Having 

a Daughter born about that time, he complain’d 
publickly of his Poverty, not only as an Empe¬ 
ror, but as a Father ; and therefore publifh’d an 
Edidt, That he wou’d receive New-years Gifts 
fhortly, and accordingly he ftood himfelf in the 
Porch of his Palace, to receive the Prefents which 
the People with full Elands and Laps pour’d out 
before Him. And having by all poftible Methods 
amafs’d together an infinite Sum, he often laid 
down and rowfd himfelf upon it, efteeming it 

the greateft Recreation in the World. As his Pro¬ 
digality and Avarice were both prodigious, fo he 
had the greateft Variety of Affections that cou’d 
be imagin’d: Sometimes he was openly familiar, 
other times as feverelv referv'd : Sometimes he 
openly defied all the Gods, yet the Noife or a 

Thunder-clap caus’d him to hide himfelf under 
his Bed : Sometimes he dilpatca’d Buftnefs with 

incredible Celerity and Expedition , and other 
times with as much Slownefs and Negligence. Ele 
excus’d many that had committed hainous Crimes, 
and executed others who had committed no Of¬ 
fence ; and wou’d one Day praife a Thing, and 
in the next condemn Him who commended it.

In Memo¬ 
ry of this great Victory, he caus’d a lofty Tower 
to be erected by the Sea-fide ; and order’d the 
Galleys, in which he had put out to Sea, to be 
convey’d to Rome , and for the moft part by 

Land. 

At his Return towards Rome, and entrance in¬ 
to Gaid, he lent Meffengers before him to pre¬ 
pare a moft folenm Triumph for his Gbnquefts, 
carrying with him Tome few Priloners, arid Bar- 
bar lan Fugitives for that pur pole; and for the 
greater Pomp, he took with him the principal of 
the Gothick Nobility, compelling them to difeo- 
lour their Faces and Flair, to learn the German 
Language, and to take upon them their barba¬ 
rous Names. But before his departure from this 
Province, this Tyrant enter’d upon the molt im¬ 
pious and bloody Defign that was ever remem¬ 
ber’d 5 which was to murder all thofe Legions 

which had formerly Mutined under his Father 

Germatuctfs, when he was a young Child in the 
Camp; and after all pofitble Perfwafions again!! 
this notorious Barbarity, he cou’d not be diverted 
from a Refolution of killing every tenth Man ; 
in which he perfifted fb obftinately, that he im¬ 
mediately call’d them together without their 
Arms, ns to an Flarangue, and caus'd them to be 
furrounded by a ftrong Body of Horfe, in order 
to this abominable Defign. But obferving that 

his 
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his Intentions were fufpeded, and that many of 
them flipt away to recover their Arms, in cafe of 
any Violence, he fuddenly fled out of the Af- 
fembly, and went immediately towards Rome, 

turning all thoughts againft the Senate, and threat- 

ning to rev r enge on them the Ignominious Re¬ 
ports that were rais’d of him ; complaining, a- 

mongft other things, 'That by their Faults he was de¬ 
frauded of his Triumph ; tho’ he had lately forbad 
them, upon Pain of Death, to concern them- 
felves with any of his Honours. Being met on 
the way by AmbafTadors from that'venerable Af- 
fembly, with their humble Requeft to him to 
come and partake of the Honours deflgn’d for 
him, he laid his Hand upon his Sword, faying, 

1 mill come , and bring this along with me : And alfo 
by an Edidf he declar’d. That he won d return , but 
it JJjoud be only to the Gentry and Commons • as to the 
Senate , he woud be neither * Pr ‘rnce nor Citizen for the 

future * and forbad any of the Senators to meet 
him. In this manner, either quite omitting his 
Triumph, or deferring it to another Time, he 
contented himfelf to enter the Gity by way of 
Ovation , on his Birth-Day, without any further 
Ceremony. But about the fame time the Senate 
found a remarkable occaflon of Reconciliation, 
by means of Protcgcncs , one of his bloodieft Exe¬ 
cutioners ; who coming into the Houfe, was fa¬ 
inted and fawn’d upon by all the Senate, and 
more particularly by Scribonhts Proculus. Where¬ 
upon Protogenes , with a fierce Countenance re- 
piy’d, Ji'hy do you Ja lute me , you that fo hate my 
Mafcr the Emperor. Upon which Words the reft 
of the Senators immediately feiz’d upon Proculus, 
and violently tore him in Pieces; which piece 
of Service fo well faired with the Tyrant’s pro¬ 
digious Humour, that he was pleas’d to de¬ 
clare.

all the fame Intention and Refolution with the 
Commons ; the former in hopes that the Electi¬ 
on of the Emperor wou’d fall to their Determina¬ 
tion, and the latter upon the account of the great 
Profits they had reap'd from the Execution of 
Caligula s Cruelties. Thefe Divifions and Diffen- 
tions rais'd great Difturbances in the City 5 and 
while Affairs continu'd in this Confufion, neither 
the Citizens nor Soldiers knew whom to nominate 
for Emperor, till fome of the Soldiers running 
about the Palace, difeover’d Caligula's Uncle Clau¬ 
ds 74s in a fecret Hole, in which he had hid him¬ 
feif out of Fear of his Life, and brought him up¬ 
on their Shoulders ro the Camp, where they pro¬ 
claim'd him Emperor, when he in great Fear, ex¬ 
pected nothing but Death at their Hands. Upon 
which the Senate fent to him. To treat of fitch 
Matters as mere far the publick Good ; but Claudius 
alledg'd, 'That he in as detain'd by Force , being much 
incourag’d by Herodssgrippa King of Judasa, and 
then at Rome , to oppofe the Senates Determinati¬ 
on.

nalties, forbad all Perlbns to Sacrifice to him as 

they had done to Caligula. Pie took a more than 
ordinary Cart, that Rome fh oil'd be continually 
fupply’d with all forts of Corn , fecuring the 
Merchants againft all Pirates by Sea ; and this 
Care was the more neceffary, becaufe of the in¬ 
credible Number of People in Rome j for in this 

Reign 'Tacitus allures us, that in one Lujlrum were 
found fix Millions 844000 Pleads. Claudius like- 
wile was very much employ'd in Magnificent 
Works and Buildings, of which three were of as 
great Note as any that the World could fhow : 
The firft was a wonderful Conduit or Aquedud, 
call’d after his own Name Claudia , much furpaf- 
fiing any other in Rome , either for the Noblenefs 
of the Workmanfhip, or the Abundance of the 
Water it convey’d , which was brought forty 
Miles from Rome , through great Mountains, and 
over {lately Arches in Vailies, and from thence 
carry’d on to the higheft Hills in the City. The Se¬ 
cond was a Haven of prodigious capacity, digg’d 
into the firm Land at Ofiia 5 a Work of that 
exceeding Coif and Charge, that his Succeflors 
were notable to maintain it. The laft was the 
dreining of a Lake call'd Fucinus, the largeft of 
all Italy, in the Country of the Mar ft , and the 
bringing all the Water into the River Tiber , to 
ilrengthen the Current of the Stream. For ef¬ 
fecting of which, among other vaft Difficulties, 
he mined through a high Mountain of Flint, 
three Miles in length, a Stupendous Undertak¬ 
ing, which conftantly imploy'd 30000 Men for ele¬ 
ven Years together, as many good Authors teftmc 
Claudius was no lefs careful about the Provinces 
and Governments, than about the City and Edi¬ 
fices: firft confirming Herod Agrippa in his King¬

To thefe he made himfelf fo Subject, and 
was fo much govern’d by ’em, that by their Di¬ 
rections and Counfels he committed many Difol¬ 
ders, Follies and Injuries, more like their Slave 
and Subject, than their Prince and Soveraign ; 
pardoning fuch hainous Offences, and commut¬ 
ing fuch Cruelties, as wou’d be tedious to men¬ 
tion all, thofe again!! bis own Blood will be Ef¬ 
ficient. The ftrit was the Execution of A?fan 
Silanus , a Pei Ton of the highel! Merits, who had 
been Governour of S-pa'm , and marry’d to his 
Mother-in-Law, whofe Death was caus’d by the 
malicious Insinuations of his Wi!e Adefjalinn ,and his 
Favourite ITardJJits. After him he put both his 

Sons-in Taw Silanus and Vorrrpey to Death, and 

the two Livia’s, his own Neeces, one the Daugh¬ 
ter of Drufus , and the other of Germanicus ; and 
all without admitting of any Defence, and none 
knowing for what Caufe. Great Numbers of 
others were likewife put to Death, by the abo¬ 
minable Practices of Adeffalina and his Freed-Men, 
who bore fo great a fvvay in the State chat they 
fold Offices, Governments, and Dignities $ and 
what was more dangerous, took Money for Par¬ 
dons, Penalties, Puni/hments, and Banifhments:

was a Lady of very great Spirit and Underftand- 

ing, and of ambitious Defigns, and well knowing 
the Weakneifes and Infirmities of Claudius s Tem¬ 
per die foon found means to advance her Son Do- 

mitius Neroy which die had by her other Husband 
Domitills MtnobarbiiSy procuring him to be marry’d 

to Claudius s Daughter OB avia y which was done 
fome few Days after her own Marriage. Not 
long after which the Emperor’s Favourite Pallas Jay 
her Indigation urg’d Claudius To provide for thejafety 
of the Common-wealthy and ftrengthen the Interefl of 
his Son Britannicus, by his Adoption of young Domi- 
tius ; for Augultus'j lEive’s Children fouriffd y thd 
he had Grand]ons of his own , and Tiberius notwith¬ 
standing his own Son Drufus, Adopted Germanicus. 

This Emperor, who as Tacitus fay's, had neither 
Judgment nor Malice, but what was put into 
him, immediately yielded to the Perfwafion, pre¬ 
ferring Domitius before his own Son Britannicus ; 

and made a Speech upon that Account to the Se¬ 
nate, which he had receiv’d from Pallas. Great 
Thanks were return’d to Claudius y and exquifite 
Flatteries us’d to Domitius y and a Decree made by

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mify, and call’d Claudius Nero.

Son might receive great Advantages from fuch a 
Matter y and fhe was lo ambitious of his Succeed¬ 
ing in the Empire, that when it was told her by 
fome Oracle or Augur, That her Son jhoud he Em - 

peror y but woii d he the Death of her y fhe anfwerM, 
Let him , fo he but Reigns. But fhe durll not level 
at that Mark while Geta and Cri/pinus , both fa¬ 
vourers of Britannicus , continu’d Captains of the 
Guard ; which caus’d her to infinuate to the Em¬ 
peror , That the Guard was divided into Faclions 

through the ambitions Contentions of the two Captains 
for Superiority ; and that true Difcipline won d he better 
preferv'd if the Soldiers were commanded by one alone. 
Upon which the whole Charge of the Praetorian 
Cohorts was transferred to Burrhus Afranius y a Per- 
fon of great Fame in Military Affairs, yet well 
knowing by whofe Favour and Practice he was 
advanc’d to this Pott. This hapned in the tenth 
or eleventh Year of Claudius’s his Reign, about 
which time he had hnifh’d his vaft Work former¬ 
ly mention’d in the Fake Fucinus $ but before the 
Water was let out, he order’d a Naval Battel to 
be fought there chiefly by Slaves and Perfons con¬ 
demn’d to Death or Banifhment, promifmg Li¬ 
berty and Rewards to the Conquerors. Fifty 
Galleys were us’d for this purpofe, according to 
Dion , and Nineteen thoufand Men, being equally 
divided, and beautifully adorn’d with Banners, 
Flags , and Streamers of various Colours y one 
Party being call’d Sicilians , and the other Rhodi¬ 
ans. To fee thisYemarkable Spe&acle, there cams 
infinite Multitudes of People from all Parts of 
Italy , and from other Countries , which cover’d 
the Banks of the Fake and all the Hills and 
Mountains within view ; where the Emperor 

Claudius , with Agripp'ma and Nero, were conveni¬ 
ently

ently feated, moft glorioufly attir’d in Gold and 
Precious Stones. The Battel began with great 
Refolution and Obftinacy, thefe poor Men hack¬

Young Hero pleaded the Caufes of both Cicies, 
whofe Mother Agrippina now became more 
haughty and imperious than ever , fo that me 
gain’d the Envy and Hatred of the Emperor’s 
Favourites, and the Difefteem of Claudius him- 
fclf, who, notwithttanding his ftrange Infenfibili- 
ty, began to repent of bis Ylarriage with hei^ 

and the Adoption of her Son. Which Agrippina 
foon difeover’d by his unufual Favours to Britanm - 
errs, and by what he accidentally declar’d when 

he was heated with Wine, That he had ever been 

unfortunate in his Wives , but none of4em had efcap’d 

tmptmijlid. Whereupon Agrippina foon determin d 
to procure her Husband’s Death by Poyfon, but 
was very doubtful what fort to ufe $ a ftrong Poy¬ 
fon fhe judg’d wou’d make her Villainy too appa¬ 
rent 5 and a flow one might give the Emperor 
Opportunity of difeovering fo much of her Pi a- 
ctices, as to prevent her Son’s Succeflion ; till at 
iaft fhe refolv d upon fome lingular Potion, which 
might diftraett: his Senfes, and not too fuddenly 
end his Life. For this fhe wanted not her Afii- 

ttants, who infus’d the Poyfon into fome Mufh- 
rooms, a Difh which Claudius lov d beyond mea- 

K fare; 
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but that only making 
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him fick, Agrippina 


fuddenly fent for Xenophon her Phyfician, who up¬ 
on pretence of making him vomit, according to 
his ufual Cukoin after his gluttonous Debauches, 
thru ft a poyfon’d Feather down his Throat, which 
fliortly after ended his Life.

was call’d Pifoniana. But this was diicover’d be¬ 
fore it took Efleet, and in dead of the happy 
Conlequencss that were expeAed by fome , it 
open’d a Paflage to new Mifchiefs and Cruelties : 

For upon this Occafion Nero put great Numbers 
to Death of all Ranks, Noble and Ignoble, Guil¬ 
ty and Innocent; among which Numbers dy’d 
the great Poet Lucan, a Man of extraordinary The Death of 
Flame and Spirit, tho’ not of fo great Judgment, Lucan, 
who hated Nero for his forbidding him to publilh 
his Veries, vainly comparing his own to them. 

Seneca was like wile condemn d, not being con- 
vitfed of any Treafon, tho’ accus’d by one Na¬ 
tal is y to compliment Nero as was believ d , the 
Emperor having an earneft Defire to difpatch 
him, as appear’d from his former Attempts by 
Poyfon, tho’ he had fworn to Seneca , Rather to 

lofe his own Life , than to hurt him. Seneca being 

commanded to die, chearfully undertook it, but 
was oblig’d to feek for Death (everal W"ays; for 
hp had fo macerated himlelf with Abltinence, 
that he cou’d not bleed, and Poyfon wou’d have 
no Operation upon him ; but at length entring a 0 f Seneca, 
Bath, he was itifl’d with the Fumes, having ac¬ 
cording to his ufual Elegancy, difeours'd even to 

die lait, of many excellent Things, which being 
taken from his Mouth, were afterwards publiifod. 

Such was the Death of this great Philofopher Se¬ 
neca , according to Tacitus , who gives him a far 
better Character than Dion Coffins . and if the 
Account which the latter gives of Eim may be 
credited, we may truly fay that his Death was a

tells us, that they referred the Election to the 

Praetorian Cohorts. Tlie legions in lower Ger¬ 
many were alio as mutinous and difcontented, as 
thole in the upper, being particularly excited and 
encourag’d by their Commander Vitellius , who 
notwithftanding he had received all his prefent 
Authority from the Hands of the Emperor Galba , 
began to found the Minds and Affe(5tions of his 
Soldiers, and violating his Faith and Fidelity, en¬ 
deavour’d by all poffible Methods to procure the 
Empire for himfelf This Vitellius , who after¬ 
wards became Emperor, was a Perfon of great 
Reputation and Authority, by reafon of the fe- 
veral Offices and Magifiracies which he had held 
in Rome and abroad, under the three Emperors 
Calivn!a, Cdattains and Nero, with all which he had 
been very intimate and private, more for hisex- 
cefiive Vices, and fome particular Abilities of 
his Perfon, than lor any Vertues or Excellen¬ 
cies. He was in favour with Caligula , for his 
Dexterity in managing a Chariot, with Claudius 
for his Gaming and Dice, and with Nero for the 
fame Proficiency, and fuch like Qualities. And 
behcles this, as he was very Subtle and Crafty in 
his Defigns, fo he obtained in thole Days great 
Offices and Dignities ; as that of Prafett, of the 
Prieffhood, and alfo to be Proconfui in Africk , 
which Office he honourably executed ; and laft 
nf all to be Commander of the Legions in Low- 

Germany, the effects of which lhall be after- 

rds related.

this Adoption, alledging the great Service he had 
done for Galba, as being the firfi Man of Note who 
came in to his AJffiance in Spain, after he had decla¬ 
red again fl Nero ; and as the Urban and Praetorian 
Cohorts favour’d him, and Vini ns the Emperor's 
chief Favourite affifted him, he almoft allur’d 
himfelf of Succels. But Galba having fully re¬ 
folv’d to confider the Publick Good alone, and 
difliking the vicious Difpofition of Otho, which 
he thought too nearly refembled that of Nero, had 
no Regard to what was fpoken in his favour ; 
but upon a prefixt Day he fentfor V ifo Luc mi anus, 
in whom was a happy Concurrence of thofe 
good Properties neceflary for a Prince and Em¬ 
peror, and taking him by the Hand, in the Pre- 
fence of feme Friends , among other things he 

bid thus : If this vafi Body of the Roman Empire 
coud Jubfifi without a Jingle Governour to balance it , 
the Liberty of the Common-Wealth might worthily have 

dated its Beginning from me ; but now it is arriv'd to 
that State, that my Age can beneft the People of Rome 
no Way, but by fnding them a good SucceJJor , nor year

together to fee the Effects of fo furious a Corn- 
bullion. At the fame Inftant, on the other Side, 

there enter’d a confiderable Body of Horfe, fent 
from the Camp to deflroy Galba ; who tho’ they 
came with a full Refolution of difpatching him, 
yet upon their nigh Approach to him, flood 
amaz’d, and in a dubious Poliure, for a confide¬ 
rable Time, apprehending the Confequence of 
their fatal Commiffion. At the fame time Galba was 
in the greateft Confufion imaginable, not know¬ 
ing upon what to refolve, nor what Enterprize 
to undertake ; the Crowds and Throngs of Peo¬ 
ple driving him to and fro, with Amazement in 
their Countenances , and fuch a Silence as argu’d 
great Fear and great Anger. Galba thus Banding 
irrefolute whether he lliou’d return to his Palace, 
or retire to the Capitol , having had fufficient Time 
for either ; but now miffing his Opportunity, he 
found himfelf unable to do any Thing for his Se¬ 
curity : For being abandon’d by the greateft Part 

of his Followers, the Soldiers fent by Otho imme¬ 
diately rulli’d in among the People and Senate, 
difperfing and trampling them under Foot ; and 
approaching Galba , he ftretch’d out his Neck, as 
Plutarch relates it, bidding them Strike it off \ if it 
were for the Good of the Common-wealth a?id the Ro¬ 
man People ; which was immediately perform’d, Galba jiain in 
and his Plead fet on the Point of a Lance, and t,0iZ Forum, 
prefented to Otho, from whence it was contemp- 
tuoufly carried about the Camp, his Body remain¬ 
ing in the Streets till it was buried by one of his 
Bond-men. This was the fatal End of Sergius 
Galba, the Seventh Emperor of Rome , in the fe¬ 
ver, ty third Year of his Age, after a fhort Reign of

News of which put Otho into a great Condensa¬ 
tion, and the City to no fmail Concern., well 
knowing that nothing but the Sword, and the 
Blood of fo many Romans , cou’d determine this 
famous Conteft, the Pretenfions being plaufible 
on both Sides. The German Legions pretended, 

Tloat they had as great an Authority to create an Empe¬ 
ror as the Eegio?is in Spain, and that Viteliius had a 
rightful Pojj'effion before Otho’jr Creation ; the Senate 
and Cohorts at Rome pretended, That they had the 
Supreme Power, and that in them refled the abfohttt 
Authority to chuje and create Emperors ; and having 
made choice of Otho, they wou d ?iot recede. And 

tho’ Otho by this Means had the moll powerful 
Intered, and the mod fpecious Title ; yet whe¬ 
ther his guilty Confcience threw him into timo¬ 
rous Appreheniions, or his difcompos’d Temper 
caus’d him to dread the Miferies of a Civil War, 
he fought by large Promifes to come to a Com- 
pofition and Agreement with Viteliius ; but no¬ 
thing was concluded to the Satisfaction of either 
Party, and the DiiTenfions daily increadng, both 
began their Preparations for War. It was fup- 
pos'd by many, that feveral Perfons from Viteliius 
were come to the City to fpy out and learn how 
the Parties were affected ; whereupon the whole 
City was filfd with Jealoufies and Appreheniions, 
the fecret Clofets being fcarce free from Fears. 
All Perfons turn'd and lhap’d their Countenances 
according as the News was favourable or formi¬

This was the difgrace- 
ful End of Vit ell 1 its , the Ninth Emperor of Rome , 
in the Year of his Age, after a fhort Reiga 
of eight Months and five Days, tho' Suetonius 
fee ms to aferibe a longer Reign to him ; a Reiga 
which, together with his two Predeceflors,! Galba 
and Otho , makes not much above eighteen 
Months; which occafion’d fome Writers not to 
put ’em into the Catalogue of Emperors, and Pin- 
larch to compare 'em to Kings in Tragedies., 

which latt no longer than the time that they ap¬ 
pear upon the Stage. The Death of this Empe¬ 
ror was accompany’d with that of his Brother 
Lucius Vitdlius , and his only Son, which may be 
faid to be an Addition to the Punifhmem of this 
Ufurper and Tyrant ; a Perfon whole Life was 
mott Impious, whole Advancement was molt 
Villainous, whole Adminiftration was molt Odi¬ 
ous, and whole Death was molt Ignominious.

Conteft grew very bloody about the Temple, but 

the Wall of the inward Part was too ftrong for 

the battering Rams, and the Defendants valiant¬ 
ly refilled the Romans from the Top ; neither cou’d 

the Foundation of the Gates be undermin'd, 
therefore Titus was obliged to fet ’em on Fire. Yet 
it was his Refolution to fave the Temple ; 1 


it was his Refolution to fave the Temple ; but on 
the tenth of Augufi , a certain Soldier again!! the 
Command of his General, mov’d by fome divine 
Fury, call Fire into the Buildings on the North 
Side, which catching hold of the Temple, not- 

withflanding the utrno!! Endeavours of Titus to 
the contrary, it confum’d that Edifice, which was 
the moll glorious and moft beautiful that the 
World ever law. 

The Sight of this extream Misfortune, put a 
hidden Damp to all the Courage of the Jews, 
now neither eflreeming their Lives nor Forces, ha¬ 
ring lofl that for which they fought : The loud 

cries and doleful Lamentations of the People, e- 

cho’d from all the adjacent Mountains 5 and ma¬ 
ny famifii’d, and expiring Perfons whofe Eyes 
Death had already clos’d, realFum’d new Strength, 
and opened their Eyes to bewail the glorious 
Temple, which they now beheld all in Flames. 


Titus was immediately Saluted Im per at or by his Sol¬ 
diers, and the Seditious fled into the City; where 
they defir’d a Parly with the General himfelf, 
who highly blam’d ’em for their Obftinacy, but 
promis’d them their Lives upon immediate Sub- 
million. But refuting to rely upon his Promifes, 
they demanded Liberty to depart the City with 
their Wives and Children, which fo extreamly

Of which we 
have a memorable Inftance of a young Officer to 
whom he had given a confiderable Command , 
who waiting upon him to return him Thanks for 
this Favour, and fmelling fragrantly of very rich 
Oyls, and Perfumes, the Emperour looked very 

feverely upon him, and with a Voice expreffing 
great Indignation, told him. He had rather he had 
jmlt of Garlicky and immediately took away his 
Commiffion. He was nolels fevere with the Sea¬ 
men who were appointed by the publick, to run 
on Foot from Oftia and Futeoli to Rome : Upon 
their petitioning him to have lome certain 
Allowance above their Wages for Shooes , inftead 
of complying with their Petition, he ordain'd for 
the future, that they fiiou’d difeharge their Duties 
without any Shooes at all ; after which they were 
oblig’d to perform thofe Journeys bare-foot. He 
took a more than ordinary Care in purging and 
reforming thofe two moft honourable Orders of 
Men, the Senators and Equites , of both which he 
took a general and ftridi View, they having been 
much exhaufted by Infinite MafTacres, and abo¬ 
minably corrupted by the Methods of the procee¬ 
ding Emperors. Of thefe he fearlefiy turn’d out 
all fuch as he found unworthy of their Places 
and Dignities, and fupply’d their Places with die 
mod honourable and deferving Perfons he cou’d 
procure either in Italy or the difiant Provinces. Fie 
likewife itridily examin’d into all the Courts of 
Judicature, where he found the Number of Pio 
ceftes and Suits in Law fwelfd to fuch an unren- 
fonable Bulk, that old Actions were left undeeer- 
mind by a long Vacation and fntermiffion of Ju- 
ftice, and by an Acceiiion of new Con tells ari¬

kinds of Jealoufies and Sufpicions. And for that 
Reafon his Refentment either of fudden Offences, 
or of old Animofities, was fo fmall, that he mar¬ 
ry 5 d the Daughter of his Predeceffor Vitellius , his 

inveterate Enemy, into a noble Family, and ge- 
neroufly gave her a rich Dower, and all Accoutre¬ 
ments fuitable to her Birth and Quality. Not- 
withftanding his great Generofity and Clemency, 
many Plots and Confpiracies were form’d againft 

him, in which he generally ffiew’d very little 
Concern * for lie often pafs’d by the Treafon of 
fuch as confpir’d his Deftruction, faying. That 

they were all blind and w con ftderate, not knowing what 
a Weight and Burden the Empire was : And for the 

former Cuftom of fearching fuch as came to falute 
or fpeak with the Emperor, he left that off before 
the Civil Wars were ended. He regarded thefe 
Matters the lefs, by reafon of the great Confi¬ 
dence lie had in his own Fate and his Children, 

infomuch, that he declar’d in open Senate, That 

either his Sons jhoiid Jucceed him in the Empire, or nd 

Body. . He was fo far from being carry’d away by 
Sufpicion, or Dread, to the Deflrudlion of any 
Perfon, that when he was feriouily advisd by his

truly liberal and munificent than he. 

T1 le fir ft Publick Adi he did, was a general 
Confirmation and Ratification of many Rewards 

and Privileges which had been granted by fe- 
veral of his PredeceiTors, not confidering an Or¬ 
der of Tiberius , by which Succeeding Emperors 

might refule to confirm their PredeceiTors Grants j 

fo that when they did confirm em, it was com¬ 
monly with fuch Formality, as if they were the 
firft and only Donors : But Titus without thole 
Formalities, confirmed all by one general Edict, 
and was the firft Emperor that obferv’d that Me¬ 
thod. Afcer this he proceeded with all Wifdom 
and Diligence in the great Affairs of the publick, 
and particularly in the regulating and reforming 
of feveral Mifchiefs which had not been perfect¬ 
ed in his Father’s Reign ; amongft which that of 

Jjifor7/7crs , Promoters and Pctiij ggers was very noto 
rious, who had their Rife frofn the Licentioufnefs 
and Impunity of former Keigns, and daily in- 
creafing in Corruptions, they became the Cali¬ 
fe and Fomenters of all Kinds of Pleats and Dif- 
fentions. Of thefe Tims made daily and publick 
Examples, Gondemning them to be fcourg’d and 
beaten with Clubs in the main Forum , then to bs 
dragged through the Theater, and at laft part to 
be fold as Slaves, and part to be tranfported to 
uninhabited Iflands, till he had utterly extermi¬ 
nated thofe Pefts of the City. To put a further 
Stop than his Father had done to the Corruptions 

and Tedioufnefs of Law-Suits, he prohibited a* 
mong other Things, that the fame Cafe fhou’d be 
try'd by feveral Laws; or that any one Ihou’d in¬ 
quire into the Eftateof any dead Perfon after a 
fet and precife Number of Years.

He was no lefs active than his Father in iepair« 
ing of ancient Buildings, and erasing of new; 

Td after he had dedicated the famous Amphi- 

theitre and with admirable Expedition finifh d 

the Baths hard by, he exhibited many Shews which 
were very Sumptuous and Magnificent. Fie pre¬ 
ferred alfo the People with a Naval Battel, in 
the old Naumacbia, as alfo a Prize by his Gladia¬ 
tors in the fame Place ; and in one Day he cans d 
coco Wild Beads of all Kinds to be baited f 
the Satisfaction of the Citizens. In thefe and 
in all other Cafes, he treated the People with ex¬ 
ceeding Kindnefs and Affability, and having de¬ 
fin’d to give them the Diverfion of the Gladia¬ 
tors, lie order’d it to be proclaim’d. That all Things 

(ho,Id be exhibit'd not according to hit otvn >u 

tb* VleaGtre of the Spectators ; and he was lo tar trom 

refuting what they defir’d, that he earneftly folia¬ 
ted them to declare their Minds. Moi eover hi 
Complaifance was fo great, that tho in his Judg¬ 
ment he was for one Party of the G.adiAtois,} ** 

he many times joyn’d both in Voice and Geifure 

with the Opinion of the People; Vet hi'! loas 
to retain the Mnjefly of an Emperor, and to do 
no Injullice in the Difh'ibution of the feveral 

Prizes. And that he might not be deficient in any 

Point of Popularity, he permitted the. common 
Sort to have Accefs into his Baths while he was 
bathing himfelf- His Liberality, Courtefie, and 
Readinefs to do Good, have been obferv d and 
applauded by Writers in all Ages ; and even bt.

tied fome Misfortunes and Calamities no lefs un¬ 


expected than deplorable : The ffift 


was a 


dread¬ 


ful and almofl incredible Eruption of the Flames 


Mount Vcjuvi/fs in Campania, which after it had 


ruin’d many Cities and a vafl TraT of Land, 


Afhes were carry’d through 


diftant Nations.

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as his Nephew teftifies. Befides this terrible Cala¬ 
mi ty, there hapned a Fire in Rome , which lafted 
three Days , and as many Nights inceilantly; 
and likewife a dangerous Peftilence, in which 
there commonly dy’d ten Thoufand every Day. 
Neverthelefs in all thefe Miferies, Titm behav’d 
himfelf not only with the Care and Regard of 

a Prince, but likewife with the Tendernefs and 
Companion of a Father, comforting the diilrefs'd 
with his reviving Edicts, and aflifting them as his 

own Revenues wou’d permit him. Fie chofe fiich 

Perfons by fuffrage, as had been Confuls before^ 
to take upon them the Charge of feeing the Ruins 
in Campania repaired ; and fuch Goods and E- 
fiates as were found pertaining to Perfons which 
had perifh’d by the Did Mountain, and had dy’d 
without Heirs, he commanded fhou’d be employ’d 
towards the Building of thofe Cities and Towns 
which had fuffer’d. In relation to the Burning of 
the City, he publickly declar’d, 'TJjat he won d tab 

the ii'hole lojs of that upon himfelf j and according¬ 
ly he delign’d all the Ornaments and Furniture 
belonging to his own Palaces to the Re-adorn¬ 
ment of the Temples, and publick Buildings of 
the City: And that all Things might be effeded 
with more Certainty and Expedition, he com- 
miffion'd feveral Roman Knights to fee all his Com¬ 
mands executed. Then to remedy the Peftilence, 
and to abate the Malignity of that Diflemper , 
there were no Methods either human or divine 
that he negleded ; having fought out all forts ot 
Remedies, and all Kinds of Sacrifices which 
he thought might be of any imaginable Ufe. 

While Titus was thus bulily employ’d in the Af¬ 
fairs of a calamitous tho’ peaceful Empire, Ag>'‘- 
cola , his renown’d Lieutenant in Britain , proceed¬ 
ed in his famous Expedition with admirable Sue- 

ceR. 
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cefs, both in reducing and civilizing that Nati¬ 
on. He had enter’d Britain in the Reign of Be- 
Jp.fan, a fhort time before whofe Arrival, the Or- 
devices, the Inhabitants of North -Wales , had al¬ 
l-noil intirely deftroy’d a Wing of the Roman Le¬ 
gions ; by which Means the reft of the conquer’d 
Nations were all ready for a Revolt, either out 
of Defire of Liberty, or to fee the Worth of the 
new Lieutenant, Agricola , tho’ the Seafon was 
far advanc'd, with great Celerity gather'd toge¬ 
ther his fcatter’d Troops and Auxiliaries, and 
march’d towards thefe formidable People, who 
kept them (elves in Places of Advantage , and 
durft not defeend into indifferent Ground. Fie 
therefore with great Bravery placing hii nfelf fore- 
mofl, advanc’d towards them with his Army, 
and being feconded with the Skill and Courage 
of his veterane Soldiers, put them all to Flight 
and Sword, fo that the whole Nation was al- 
moft extirpated. Agricola , finding that all Things 
were like to fucceed according to the Event of his 
fir ft Addons, immediately determin’d to make 
himfelf Mafler of the Idle Mona, or Angle fey ; but 
this Dehgn being fo fuduenly laid. Ships were 
wanting for the Expedition, which Defed was 
notwithftanding fupply’d by the great Policy and 
Refolucion of the General. He commanded a 
choice Body of Auxiliaries, who were well ac¬ 
quainted with the Shallows of the Waters, fud- 
denly to pals over, and invade the Illand ; and 
thefe, by the Cuftom of their Native Country,be¬ 
ing able in Swimming to govern themfelves, their 
Horfes and Arms , perform’d it lo effedually , 
that the Enemy, who fir It expeded a Fleer, were 
exceedingly furpriz’d and - confounded , as fup- 
pofing nothing could be hard or invincible to Men 
that began a War with fuch Refolution. Where- 
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the Parts of the Brit aim before thofe of the Gauls ; 
fo that they, who but lately defpis’d the Roman 
Language, did now affect and ftudy the (Faces 
of it. From that time alfo, the Roman Modes 
and Dreffes became in requeft , and the Gown 
commonly wore ; proceeding by Degrees to thofe 
Incentives to Debauchery, Portico s. Baths and Ban - 

qiietsy which by the Ignorant were term'd Gen- 
teelnefs, when in reality Tacitus tells us, they 
were but the Trappings of their Yoak and Bon¬ 
dage. By thefe Means Agricola brought the Bri- 
tains to a more General Inclination to Peace , 
which partly by the Negligence, and partly by 
the Avarice of former Governours, had been no 

lels odious than War it felf. . 

In the following Year, Agricola , unlatisfied 

with his former Conquefts, difeover d new Coun¬ 
tries and Parts of Britain yet untouch d, or at 
leaf not fully fubdud; and being ambitious of 
drawing the Confines of the Roman Empiie into 
a larger Compafs, he marched Northward up to 
the very Frith of Taus or Tweedy wafting ^ all as 
he pals d , and without R.efiftance loitily d the 
Pa Rages with Caftles and Forts, which he ftored 
with fufficient Provifions. By which means e\re- 
ry wintring Garrifon (ecured and guaided it felf, 
and with the Summer Service, ever repaired the 
Winters Mifcarriages ; which continually difap- 
pointed the Enemy, fo that Agricola had all the 
Succefs he cou'd deftre. The following Summer 
he (pent in ordering and fetling what he had 
over-run 5 and with fiich Succefs, that if the Va¬ 
lour of his Armies, and the Glory of the Rommi 
Empire cou'd have permitted it, they needed not 
have fought any other Boundary in Britain . For 

the Friths of Glut a and Bodotria y Dunbrettcn and 

Edenborottrb , two Arms of two oppofite Seas, 
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feflion of the Merchants , he moderated their 
Prices, and reduc’d them to a more reafonable 
Rate. Obferving a vaft plenty of Wine , and 
as great a fcarcity of Corn the fame Year, he 


concluded 3 That the great Care in cultivating 
Vines had caus’d die neglect of Tillage ; to pre¬ 
vent which Inconvenience for the future., he by 
an Edict commanded, That no more Vines fhou’d 


he planted in It 


a V 
LI*-} J 


and that they fhou'd be cut 


down in the Provinces., or at lead reduc’d to a 
Moiety : But lie perflfted not long in this Refo- 
lution. Having taken upon him the Office of 
Cenjor , and the Regulation of Manners, he re¬ 
form’d many Abufes in the City ; particularly he 
fupprefs’d fuch Libels and defamatory Writings, 
as any ways reflected upon Peilons of Quality of 
cither Sexy and caus’d them to be burnt, adding 
Difgrace and Infamy to the Authors. He turn’d 
a Senator out of the Houfe, purely for his im¬ 
moderate Delight in Buffoonery and Dancing; 
judging thofe Qualities below the Dignity of that 
venerable Order. From fuch Women as were 


venerable Order. From luch Women as were 
Scandalous in their Lives, he took away the Pri¬ 
vilege of Litters, and their Capacities of Legacies 
and Inheritance ; and ffruck a Roman Knight out 
of the Li If of the Judges, for receiving his Wife 

after fhe had been repudiate for Adultery. But as 
for the Whoredoms of the Veftal Virgins, which 
had been accidentally neglected by his Father and 
Brother, he punifh’d without Mercy : Such as 
were Convicted but once fuffer’d Death as ordi¬ 


nary Malefactors ; but others were bury d alive.

Being tor¬ 
mented with thefe Thoughts, and muzing of ic 
in his Clofet, a general Forerunner of Cruelty 
with this Prince, he concluded it moft conveni¬ 
ent to conceal his Refentments till the Fame of 
thefe Victories, and the Heat and Efteem of the 
Soldiers were fome what abated. Therefore he 
took care that Triumphal Ornaments, Statues, 
and other Honours /hon’d be decreed him, and 
that in very honourable Terms by the Senate ; 

and to remove him from Britain , caus’d a Re¬ 
port to be fpread. That the Lieutenancy of Syria? 
then vacant by the Death of At Hi ns Rufus , and 
refer v’d for Perfons of the high eft Rank, was de- 
fign’d for him. By which Politick Contrivance 
this worthy Commander was diiplac’d from his 
Lieutenancy in Britain , the Province being fur- 
render’d in a peaceable Condition to Sallufiius 
Lucullus , and that of Syria difpos’d of other wife. 
That his Entry into Rome might be obfeure and 

private, he came into the City by Night, as he 

was order’d; and by Night was admitted into the 

Palace, where the Emperor receiv’d him with a 
fhoi t and filent Salutation j from whom he quickly 
drew off among the reft of the Attendants. After 
which, to prevent further Inconveniencies, he 
gave himfelf up to a retir'd and unaCtive Lifej 
notwithftanding his Death fome Years after was

Cruelties. This News extreamly confounded this 
wary and timorous Prince, fo that his Counte¬ 
nance was fuddenly chang’d, his Voice loft, and 
lie hardly able to ftand ; till Varthenius gave him 

fuch Afuirance of the Truth of his Death, that 
he recover’d his former Temper and Refolution. 
Shortly after, the whole Senate went to pay him 
their utinoft Refpedts , and to receive him as 
their Lord and Emperor ; all fhewing great Satit 
fadion, and no lefs Hopes of future Profperity 
and Succefs. Many Congratulatory Speeches and 
Complements were made to this new Emperor ; 

but that from Arrius Antonins , a very wife and 

juft Man, and his intimate Companion , was of 
a different kind from the reft. For having im- 
brac’d him with great Familiarity, he openly told 

him, 'That in confideration of his Advancement to this 
high Dignity, he came with the ref to Congratulate the 

good Fortune of the Senate a?id Reople of Rome, and 
the Happinefs of the Provinces of the Empire , but con d 

not Congratulate Him upon any Account . FoVy pto* 
ceeded he, having by your FFifdom and Eertue , now 
happily e[rap'd the Malice of your Enemies , and the In¬ 
juries of wicked RrbiceSy yon plunge your Jelf into new 
Troubles and Dangers , and expofe your felf to the Cen- 
Jitre and Hatred of ally both Friends and Enemies ,

That thohe fiiou dejwt 
the Empire, and return to a private Life, he had done

had fo fmall a Fear of Rtfus Virginias, a molt po¬ 
pular Man whom the Armies had formerly let up 
L Emperor, that he made him his Collegue in 

the Confulfhip ; and upon his Death fhortly af¬ 
ter he cave him an honourable Epitaph, import¬ 
ing, That Rufus’* aff timing the Empire, was flely 
fa his Country’s Good. Notwithftanding the Ani¬ 
ons of this Prince gave him no Reafon to tear 

Enemies, yet he liv’d not free from the treache¬ 
rous Practices of his Subjects: For befides the 
forementiond Senators who aim d at his Lite , 
CratTus Calphurnius, with fome others, form a 

dangerous Confpiracy againft his Perfon , but 
this was timely reveal’d, to this good Emperour, 
who according to his wonted Clemency, wou d 
ufe no Severity, but refied fatisfy’d with onW the 
Banifiimentof thofe who were Culpable, tho the 
Senate defir’d to inflidt a more rigorous Puniih- 
nient. Still he continued in his ufual Security, 
his Symbol being, • A good Mind pqffeffes a Kingdom. 

This Emperor bad no remarkable Wars abroad, 
but was not free from fome Difturbances among his 
Soldiers at home, more efpecially in the Beginning 
of the Second Year of his Reign, all which arole up¬ 
on the Account of Domitian s Murder , which 
they refolv’d to revenge the firfl Opportunity. MU - 
anus Cajperius, Captain of the Eratorian Cohorts, 
was the Principal in this Commotion, who zca- 
louily exciced the Soldiers to deuroy all thofe who 
had joyn’d in the late Emperor’s Affaflinanon ; 
which they determin’d to put in Execution, tho 

Ntr-va neither gave them Incouragement norPer-

of his Time in difpatching of Publick Bufinefs, 
and adminiftring of Juftice, going in Perfon to 
the Tribunal and Publick Audience, to judge 
and determine many Caufes ; which he did with 


no lefs Wifdom than Jufiice. 


While Trajan was 


thus worthily employ’d in the City, in a fhort 
fpace, Decebalus , being as unable to endure Sub¬ 
jection and Servitude as his Predeceffors, began 
to make Preparations for a new War, firft pri¬ 
vately, and afterwards publickly ; repairing and 
fortifying his Towns and Caftles, providing Arms 
and Engines, and levying both Domeftick and 
Neighbouring Forces againft the Empire, refol- 
ving to make one vigorous Pufh towards the re¬ 
gaining his Loffes. Upon notice of thefe pow¬ 
erful Preparations, Decebalus a fecond Time was 
adjudged an Enemy to the Empire ; and fo with 
an equal Army, but more incens’d than formerly 
Trajan went to thele Wars again in Perlon. In 
thefe Wars Decebalus , growing more Cautious by 
his former Defeats, refus’d to come to a Battel,

■ Great Overthrew King Darius. After which he 
f kill continu'd his fuccefsful Progrefs, and con¬ 
quer'd other Countries where the Roman Stan- 
I dards had never been before difplay’d : And 

I from thence, without meeting any great Oppo- 
[ fition, he advanc’d up to the Walls of the Fa- 
I mous City Babylon , of the Power and Gieatnels 
| of which we read fuch Wonders ; and taking it 

I by Force of Arms, he alfo fubdu’d all its Ter¬ 
ritories ; by which Means he became in tire 
Mafter of thofe rich and noble Countries Cbal- chaldsea and 
the a and Ajjyria. From thence he march’d by AlTvria c on- 
Land to the River Tigris , and fhortly after aflault- q^d. 
ed and took the great City Ctefipbon , which af¬ 
forded him an entrance into Bcrfia, where he 
flill made new Conquefts, and gain'd new Places 
to the Wonder and Terror of all Nations. But 
for the Particulars of thefe great Wars and Con¬ 
quefts, Authors have been too brief and fuccindt \ 
and by Reafbn of the Lois of others, many no¬ 
ble Adis and great Exploits of this Emperor are 

unknown to us. 

V 4 Trajan 
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Trajan having made himfelf Lord of all thofe 
Nations about the Rivers Tigris and Euphrates, with 
other Countries and Provinces adjoyning ; he 
took new Ways., and went down the River Tigris 
towards the Perfian Gulf, to fubdue a mighty 
King call’d Athabilus, who inhabited a Confide- 
rabie Ifland , made by the divided Streams of 
that River. At the Emperors Arrival., the Ter¬ 
ror of his Arms was fo great, that the King and 
Inhabitants of thofe Parts fubmitted, yielding&p 

all into his Hands. But here he met with exceed¬ 
ing great Dangers and Inconveniencies ; for, Win¬ 
ter coming on, he was afflicted with fuch violent 
Rains, Storms and Tempefts, together with fuch 
Inundations of the Tigris, that he was in danger 
of loling the greateft Part of his Army. After 

which, with iindefatigable Pains he fitted out a 
large Fleet, and failing down the Ferfian Gulf, 
enter’d the vail Oriental Ocean, conquering even 
to the Indies , and fubduing them to the Roman 
Empire ^ having firft receiv d Information of thofe 

Countries, by certain Merchant Ships failing into 
thofe Parts. But this vaft Attempt againlt the 
Indies, and along thofe Coafts, fucceeded not long 
according to Trajan's Expectation : For not only 
the Revolts of fome of his new Conquells, ob¬ 
lig’d him to fhorten his intended Voyage and Ex¬ 
pedition ; but iikewife the Scarcity of Provi lions, 
mid Conveniences on the>fb Coaihs and Coun¬ 
tries, q.uite oppolite to the fam'd Reports of their 
Fertility and Abundance, was a Means to draw 
him from fuch d iftant Parts of the World. For 
which Caufes any further Attempts feem’d un¬ 
worthy of fo great an Emperor ; especially fnce 
lie found himfelf too aged and unweildy for extra¬ 
ordinary Fatigues ; therefore he refolv’d to return

This great Slaughter and Punifhment being a- 
bated, Trajan taking good Order about the Af¬ 
fairs of Afia, began his Journey towards Italy , leav¬ 
ing his Coufin Adrian General of all his Forces in 
the Eajl ; and fo continu’d his Journey, cover’d 
with infinite Glories and Honours ; there being in 


Tome the mofi Magnificent Triumph, and So¬ 
lemn Reception prepar'd for him that ever had 
been known fince the Building of the City. But

His Parts and 
Qualifications were admirable , and fcarce any 
Prince in the World was more remarkable for the 
Excellency and Variety of his Endowments. He 
was capable of comprehending whatfoever he de¬ 
fied, and was highly skillful in all Exercifes both 
of Body and Mind, and wanted no Strength nor 
Abilities either for Arms or Learning, in which 
he indudrioutty endeavour’d to excell all Men. 


He compos’d excellently well 
Verfe, pleaded Caufes, and 
Oratory ; but fo much afi 


silently well both in Profe and 
Caufes, and became perfect ; in 
fo much adedred the Stile and 


Phrafe of ancient Times, that he preferr’d Cato 


before Cicero , Ennius before Virgil , and Credit tis be¬ 
fore Sallujl. He was a lingular Mathematician.and 
a Mailer of all its feveral Parts; and was no lefs 
skillful in Phyfick, knowing the Vertues and Pro¬ 


perties of all Herbs and Minerals.

didted to all forts of Fluntings* in which he vyas 
fo dextrous, that with his own Flands* he fre¬ 
quently kill'd Lions* Bears* Wild Boars* and o- 
ther fierce Beafts. And tho’ he ever lov’d* and 
continually endeavour’d the Peace of the Roman 
Empire* yet in all his Reign, he had a moreen 
ordinary Care of Martial Difcipline ; feverely pu- 
nifhing the Vices and Licentioufnefs of Soldiers, 

cor reccing and reforming pa ft Errors* and prefcri- 
bing new Rules for the future. 

Shortly after his Entrance into the City* Adri- 
4in by an Edictt remitted all Debts due to the Em¬ 
peror and Exchequer* that were of above ten Years 
Continuance. At his Birth-Day he exhibited ma¬ 
ny. Shews and Games to the People*, ordering ma¬ 
ny wild Beafts to be baited and encounter’d* par¬ 
ticularly an hundred Lions* and as many Lionef- 
ies ; and befides gave great Gifts in diftind: Por¬ 
tions* both to Men and Women in the Cirques 
and Theatres.

of Juftice in IPs Government. Staying at Rome 
for a fhorter Time than before, he refolv’d to 
vifit the whole Empire in Perfon, to fee that all 

Things were regulated and eltablifh’d to the Ho¬ 
nour and Safety of the Publick ; and taking with Adrian’ s 
him a fplendid Court and a confiderable Force, journey. 
he fir ft enter’d the Province of Gaul , where he 
made a Luftration of ail the Inhabitants, view d 
the Chief Cities and Fortifications, and gave ma¬ 
ny Marks of his Favour, as he did in all other 

Places of the Empire. In his Travels he ufually

but Antoninus , his new adopted Suegeffor, was im- Antoninus 
mediately, without any Contradiction, admitted 
and obey’d for Emperor, according to the ap¬ 
pointment of the Senate, before the Death of 


Adrian. 


Marcus Antoninus was a Foreigner, and 


bom in the City of Nifmes in Gaul , his Grand- 

Father being Aurelius Tulvius , and his Father of 

the fame Name, both Noblemen of an ancient 
Family, who had been Confuls, and held other 
Offices and Dignities. At his Arrival at the 
Empire he was above fo Years of Age, and had 
pafs’d through feveral honourable Offices, as the 
Quarftor-fhip, the Prastor-lliip, and Conful-fhip, all 
which, with fome other Offices and Magiftracies, 
he worthily difeharg’d. He afterwards fhew’d 


himfelf to "be one of the moft excellent Princes 
in the World for Vertue and Bounty; and go¬ 


vern’d the Empire with the greateft Authority, 
Juftice, Moderation, and Clemency. He had a 
graceful Alpecft, and happy Conftitution of Body, 
was very Mild and Temperate, a great Lover of 
Hunting and Husbandry, well Learn’d, and fin- 

gularly Eloquent 5 and was fb intirely free from 

all kinds of Vices, that in that he much exceeded 


Trajan , and the beft of his Predeceftors.

Goods in Favours and Acts of Charity * fo that 
when his Emprefs Fauftina repin'd at his Gene- 
rofity, he reprehended her as Ignorant, and told 

her, Float as foon as he was pojfefs'd of the Empire y 
he quitted all private Inter efts, and had nothing of his 

oivrt y but all belong d to the Publick. In Matters of 
Equity and juft Government, he was no lels vi¬ 
gilant and Induftrious than his Predeceffor Adri¬ 
an. But he was contrary to his Opinion as to 
Travels, and refolv’d never to depart from Rome 
during his Reign, only for Hunting and ordinary 
Recreations 5 faying. Float the Court a?id Company 
which travelled with the Emperor were prejudicial 
and burdenfome to the Provinces and Cities through 

which they pafs’d: And that in v if ting Jome Places 

he was too dijlant from others 5 and therefore the mofb 
proper place for the Emperor to remain at was Rome, 
the great Metropolis of the Empire , feated in the Heart 
of it , and mojl convenient to receive F.mbajfies and 
Mejfages from all Parts of the TVorld. So by ftricily 

obferving this Rule he had the good Fortune to 
fupprefs all the Wars and Infur re Tions in his 
Reign by his Governors and Commanders.

elties. 

In Cruelties this Emperor w.is as exoibitant as 

any of his PredeceiTors,as appears, from the Death 
of his Wife Crifpina , his .Father’s Couftn-German 
Faufiina, and great Numbers of the moil illuftri- 
ous of the Roman Nobility. He executed many 
innocent Perfons, in ftead of others who were 
guilty,, permitting Offenders and Criminals to e- 

fcape 
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fcape for Money; and if any Perfon defir’d to be 
reveng’d of an Enemy,, by bargaining with Com■ 

modus for a certain Sum of Money, he was al¬ 
low'd to inflidt Death or any other Puniiliment. 
He commanded a Perfon to be cad to wildBeafts 

only for reading the Life of Caligula in Suetonius 
becaufe he had the fame Birth-Day himfelf; and 
commanded another to be thrown into a burning 
Furnace,, for accidentally heating his Bath too 
warm. We are told feveral Indances of his Cru¬ 
elties, very odd and mondrous; particularly he 
cut a fat Man off at the Middle of his Belly, on¬ 
ly that he might fee his Entrails drop out Yud- 
denly ; and he jokingly call’d thofe Perfons Mc- 

nopodii and Lujcinii , whom he had depriv'd of a 
Foot or an Eye. He caus’d the Priefts of Ifis to 
beat their Breads with Pine-Apples, to the. Dan¬ 
ger of their Bodies; charg'd Hellona s Worfhippers 

to cut off their Arm in reality • and dain’d the 
Service of Mithras with real Homicide. He imi¬ 
tated Chirurgeons in letting Blood, and Barbers in 

Trimming ; under which Pretence he cut off' 
Ears and Nofes ; Wherefore his Jealouhe of all 

Men was fiich, that he was oblig'd to be his own 

Barber. Thus can mondrous Tyrants play with 
the Torments and Blood of their Fellow Crea¬ 
tures : But in the midd of ali bis various Cruel¬ 
ties, the Chrifiians happily efcap'd Perfeeution, 
and had a greater breathing time than in any of 
tiie latter Reigns; and Dion tells us this was by 
the Mediation of this Emperor's beloved Concu¬ 
bine Marcia , who favour'd their Do< 5 frine. We 
hear of fcarce any Martyrs in this Reign, befides 
Apollonius a Noble Man of' Rc?ne and a Senator, 
who p’eading his own and the Cbriftians Caufe in 
open Senate, was executed, and likewife his Ac- 

eufer.

cufer. This hapned in the eighth Year of this A. D. 
Reign; in the following Year the Capitol was j8b\ 
burnt by" Lightning, which likewife dedroy’d the 
adjacent Buildings, and particularly the famous 
Libraries, which had cod the Ancients fo much 
Care to colledk. Not long after another Fire 
broke out, in which the Temple of Vefia, the Pa¬ 
lace, and a confiderable Part of the City were 
unhappily burnt to the Ground, which Accident 
as the People accounted it, an ill Omen, fo they 
laid the Guilt upon him , well knowing his 
ill Practices, which he feldom drove to con¬ 
ceal. 

This Emperor now wallowing in all Kinds of 

Excefs and Luxury, and all Kinds of fenfelefs 
Fooleries, he fell into new and unheard of Ex¬ 
travagancies, fo as to rejedt his Father’s Name , 
and in dead of Commodus the Son of Antonmus, 
he commanded himfelf to be dyl’d Hercules the 
Son of Jupiter ; and accordingly" he forfookthe Ro¬ 
wan and Imperial Habit, and in a ridiculous Man¬ 
ner clad himfelf in a Lion’s Skin, and carry’d a- 
bout a greaEClub in his Hand. With this drange 
Habit he appear’d in all Places, to the Laughter of 
fome, and Indignation of others : And that he 

might throughly imitate Hercules in dedroying of 
Giants and Monders, he gather'd together all the 
poor fick Men and Cripples of Rome ; then or¬ 
dering fomewhat to Be ty’d to their Knees like 
the Feet of Dragons, fuch as the Poets feign’d 
the Giants to have had, he gave them Spunges to 

throw at him indead of Stones, and fellfurioufly 
among ’em, and kill’d them with all his Club, as 
Dion affures us. He not only affum’d the Habit 

of Hercules , but afterwards he took upon him that

This Sale was immediately publifh d in all Parts 
of the City ; but partly by reafon of the Scandal 
and Odium of this Proclamation, and partly by 
reafon of the few rich Perfons left in Rome by 
Corn-modus, there were but two Merchants round 

to attempt this Purchafe, which were Sulpician^ 
Julian. The former was a Confular Perfon, Pra> 
f c a of the City , and Son-in-Law to the late 
Emperor Pertinax 5 and the latter was likewile a 
Confular Perfon, a great Lawyer, and the weab 

thieft Man in the City. - ,, . 

When the Proclamation was firft publim d m 

the City, Julian, with his Wife and Daughter, 

were then entertaining fome Friends at a Dinnei, 

and in the height of their Mirth and Jollity, he 

was counfelfd by the reft , fmce he had more 

ready Money than any other in Rome, Not to loje 

the Opportunity of Jo noble a Purchafe, and fo valua¬ 
ble a Jewel as the Roman Empire was, but to go 

immediately to the Camp , and bargain with the 
dicrs to chufc him Emperor . Julian being ravilh d 

with the darling Profpecfts of Rule and Empire, 
immediately arofe from the Table, and haftne

that famous Wall begun by the Emperor Adrian, 
which he made anfwerable to the Power and 
Grandeur of the Roman Empire. At the end of 
each Mile was a Tower, and between each Tower, 
Pipes of Brafs in the Wall convey'd the lead Sound 
from Garifon to Garifon without Interruption; 
fo that the News of approaching Enemies was 
immediately fpread over the Borders , and occa- 
fion’d Provifion to be made for Refiftance. For this, 
and his Victories, he affum'd the Title, of Britan- 
metis Maximus , caufing that Infcription to be 

damp’d upon his own, and his Sons Coyns. The 
Emperor after this retir’d himfelf at Eboricum or 
York , leaving the Work to be finifh’d by his Son 
Caracalla , who by his Popularity to the Soldiers, 
and his exceflive Loofnefs, gave an Occafion to 
the Caledonians to break their Articles, and Revolt; 

which fo enrag’d the diftemper’d Emperor, that 
he gave Commands to make a general Maffacre 
without Diftindtion, which was executed with ex¬ 
ceeding Severity. 

Severus having been nigh two Years in Britain , 
at Eboricum he grew weak, partly with Age and 
Travel, and partly with Grief for the irreclaim¬ 
able Life of his eldeft Son ; and daily declining, 
he underftood that the Soldiers had declar’d him 
Emperor. This lo rous’d Him, that he got him¬ 
felf immediately into his Litter, and commanded 
the new Emperor, with the Tribunes and Centu¬ 
rions, to be forthwith brought before.him, who 
were ail fo confounded with the Majefty of his 
Looks,that they implor’d Pardon upon their Knees. 
Whereupon he lai d his Hands upon his own 

Head,crying, KnoWythat it is the Head that Govern*, 

and not the Feet , and fo difmift. them. His Di- 

ftemper encreafing, and perceiving his Death ap¬ 
proaching?

i ended his Life. Thus died Septimius Severus , the 
Twenty firlt Emperor of Rome , near the 66th 
Year of his Age, after a turbulent, but fuccefsful 
Reign of about Eighteen Years; a Prince of ex¬ 
traordinary Excellencies and Imperfections, who 
perform’d many noble and notorious Acts ; lo 
that what was formerly laid of Augufius y was faid^ 

of him, That it had been better for the Rub lick if 
he had never been horny or had never di d ; and like- 

wife the fame that was faid of Antoninus Ehilojo - 
fins, That he had been happy , if had had no Chil¬ 
dren. He was certainly highly lerviceable to the 
Re-eflablifhing, and the Strengchning of a totter¬ 
ing Empire; but at the fame time by his unrea¬ 
sonable Encouragement of the Soldiery, and^ his 
Advice to his Sons to that purpofe, he open d a 

Gap to greater Inconveniencies than ever hapned

j The firft thing the two Emperors did after their 
\ Arrival at Rome, was the Apotheofts , or Deification 
■ of their Father, which was perform’d according 
( to the ancient * and ufual Cuftom ; and becaufe ic 
J fo well fhews the Religion and Superftition of the 
[ Rowans, we (hall here briefly recite the Particu- 
l Iars of this pompous Solemnity. Firft, the whole 

j City was commanded to go into a general Mourn- Apthsofts* 

\ ing, being mix’d with fome feflival Solemnity; 
j Next a pale Image was made of Wax, exactly 
I refembling the deceafed Emperor,which was plac d 
[ on a (lately Ivory Bed , magnificently adorn’d 
j with Cloth of Gold , and plac’d at the Entrance 
j of the Palace: On the left Hand were feated 
the whole Body of the Senators in Black ; on the 
Right, the Ladies of the higheft Quality in plain 
White Habits i without Jewels or other Orna¬ 
ments. This laffed for feven Days, during which 
f time the Phyficians reforted to the Image, as 
[ though it was a real Patient, Hill fignifying, Ahat 

they had lefs and lejs Hopes of the Emperor s Life $ at 

which Words the Mourners always give a Groan. 

At laft:, when they had declar d his Death, the 
nobleft and youngeft of the Senators and Roman 
Knights carri’d the Bed upon their Shoulders 

through the Via Sacra into the old Forum, were the 

Magiftrates were wont to lay down their Offices, 

On each fide of the Place were ere&ed two large 

Sea fields. 
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Scaffolds,, one fill'd with young Boys, and the other 
with young Maids, all Children of the higheft Qua- 

lity, who fung Hymns and Songs in Honour to the 

Dead, in the mod folemn and mournful Manner 

imaginable. Thefie being finiih'd , the Senators 

and Knights again took up the Bed and carri'd it 

out of the City into the Ca?npns JMLartitts , where 
was ereCted a beautiful Structure of Wood, almoli 
in the Form of a Pyramid, with feveral Stories, 
The Firft Story was Square, and was a foit of a 
Chamber fill d with all forts of combuftible Mat- 
ter, and richly adorn d on the outfide with Cloth 
of Gold, Ivory-Statues, and fine Pictures : The 
Second was of the fame Figure, though fomewhat 
lefs, having the fame Ornaments , with this only 
difference, that the four fides of it were open: 
Upon this was a third ftill lefs, and upon that a 
fourth, and fo a great many other Stories, ftill 
growing lefs in Proportion, till the Lift ended in 
a Point. The Bed and Statue were plac’d in the 
fecond Story, which was fill'd with the richeft 
Flowers, Plants, Odours , Gums and Spices ; all 
Cities, Nations, and Private Perfons driving by 
their Prefents who ftiou’d do moft Honour to 
their Deceafed Emperor. After this the Roman 
Knights rode on Horfeback round this Pile in a 
certain Order and Meafure , according to the 
Sound of feveral Warlike Inilruments ; to this 
there follow’d certain Perfons in Chariots, in 
Purple Robes, with Masks on, reprefenting to the 
Life the Faces of the moft famous Commanders 
and Emperors among the Romans. Thefe being 
ended, his Succeffors in the Emr ire fee Fire to the 
Pile with Torches; the Consuls, Senators and 
Knights did the fame each to their own appoint¬ 
ed fide. All was in a Flame in a Moment, and 
at the fame time from the Top of the Pile an Eagle

one Page to hold his Horfe. Martial perceiving 
this fair Opportunity, and pretending that the 
Emperor call'd him , ran haffily to him , and 
ftabb’d him behind, fo that he died immediately. 
Though Spartian tells us. That he did it while he 
pretended to help the Emperor to his Horfe. 
After which he unconcern’dly return’d to his own 
Horfe, and by little and little retir’d from his 
Company j but his Flight being perceiv’d, and 
the Emperor’s Death related by the Page , he 
was perfu d by the German Horfe, and hew’n in 
Pieces., 


This was the deferved Death of Bafjianus Cara¬ 
calla , the Twenty lecond Emperor of Rome , in 
the 29th Year of his Age ; after an odious Reign

His Se¬ 
verity was fuch, that inftead of Macrinus, he was 
by his own Servants term’d Macdlmus, as much 
as to fay Butcher ; becaufe he made his Houfe as 
it were a Shamble of murder d Men. He was 
like wife nam’d Mez>cntius , becaufe, like him, he 
fume times join’d living Bodies to Dead. He 
commanded two Soldiers, who had ravifh’d their 
Koftefs’s Maid, to be few'd up in the Bellies of 
two great Oxen, with their Heads only left out, 
that they might have Liberty to fpeak to each 
other. He caus’d thofe Soldiers who committed 
Adultery to be ty’d to their Female Criminals* 
and burnt them alive ; though we are told that 
his Wife Noma Celfa was infatiable that Way. 
Fie was wont to fay* That he was very mild and 
merciful , when in a Mutiny he punified but one SoU 
dier in a hundred with Death ; whereas he thought 
they defer N d to be decimated , or at leaf one in twenty 

to fuffer . We are likewife inform’d, that he pu- 
nilh’d fome by fhutting them up in ceiled Walls, 
where they dy’d miferably. Thefe Severities 
made the moft of the Soldiers abhor him ; and 

the fenfe of Loyalty being long 
grew more and more audacious, and began open¬ 
ly to tax the Proceedings and Addons of the Em¬ 
peror, and to wifh his Death, and likewife to 
practife it, within a Year after they had given 
him the Empire.

and deftroy them; which might have been eafily 
effe<fted, had he gon in Perfon. The Forces of 
Hdiogabalus were infufficient to give Battel to Ju¬ 
lian ; but remaining in their Camp well fortifyd 
and provided, they fuffer’d themfelves to be in- 
vefted : But the Soldiers of both Parties often 
conferring together, thofe in the Camp fhewing 
young Hdiogabalus to the other, put them in mind 
of his Father’s Munificence to them, and Macri- 
?ius's Severities, perfuaded them to follow him : 
Which prov’d fo effectual, that they immediate¬ 
ly cut off the Commander Julians Head, and 
went over to Hdiogabalus . 

The News of the Revolt was a Thunder-clap

Iron; if the Dignity of the Perfon freed him 
from fuch a Punifhment, he feverely reprov’d 
him, ufing thefe words.

his own Strength and Courage, that he judgd 
himfelf in a manner Immortal. Yet he had fo 
much Policy and Regard to his Safety, as to en¬ 
deavour the fecuring his Soldiers; for befides their 
ordinary Pay, he gave them many Penfions and 

Rewards, providing all things necelfary for them; 
and likewife in all Actions took greater Pains 

than any Common Soldier , fhewing incredible 

Courage and Diligence.Though he was fo vaft in 
Body and Strength, yet he ever went well arm d.

Enemies and Rebels to the State ; and the People 
with infinite Rage and Fury, tore in Pieces ma¬ 
ny Friends of Adaximinus, and Internments of his 
Cruelty, of which feveral were not culpable. 
They flew Valerian , Pracfedt of the Praetorian Co¬ 
horts, a great Favourite of Adaximinus , and alfo 

Submits , Governour of the City , for hindering 
the Interefh of Gordian ; and at the fame time the 
Senate elected the Youngeft Gordia?? , Grandfon 
to the Eldeft , and made him Crejar ^: So that 
there was a fudden Alteration in all things in the 
City; for before there was nothing but a gene¬ 
ral Fear and Confufion in all Parts. 

The Senate now confidering in what Dangers 
they were involv'd, and what might enfue from 
the vaft Power of Maximinus , made all neceifary 
Preparations for their Safety and Security, wri¬ 
ting Letters into all Provinces, commanding all 
thofe Governours to be difplace’d which were fet 
up by Adaximinus , and ordering Gordian to be 

proclaim'd Emperor. This Order and Direction 
was obey 'd in moft Provinces, in fome the Go¬ 
vernours were flain, and in others the Senate’s 
Meffengersfo that there was Bloodfhed in all 
Parrs, and the Cruelty of Maximinus made all 
Men cruel. Upon Intelligence of the Tranf- 
adtions of Africk and Rome , Adaximinus was fo 
confounded and enrag'd, that he cry’d out like a 
favage Beatl ; and running his Head againft the 
Walls, he fell on the Floar , rent his Cloaths, 
and gave many other Signs of an Extraordinary 
Fury and Diffraction. The next Day, when the 
Heat of his Paffion was fomewhat allay'd, he 
call'd his whole Army together, and in a fet 
Speech complain’d of the Infidelity and Treache¬ 
ry of the African and of the Levity and Iricon-

Judgment, that he fail’d not in any material 
Point ; and fo by his Conduct and Valour Gor¬ 
dian obtain’d many Conquefts and Victories, and 

the Soldiers no lefs Honour and Reputation. 
The like hapned in all other Matters conducing 

to the good Government of the Empire in ge^ 
neral ; for he was fo good and wife a Man, and 
the compilable Difpofition of the Emperor did 
fo happily concur, that during this Reign, the 

Affair's of the Publick fucceeded as profperoufly as 

cou’d be expected in fuch corrupted Times. But 
before the Wars were perfectly finilh’d, Mifithcus 
was fuddenly feiz’d with a violent Diftemper, 
which ended his Days foon after; being fecretly 
poyfoil’d, as is believ d,by Philip, a valiant Arabian, 
who had pafs’d through many Offices and Places 
of Truft, and after his Death was rais’d by the 
Emperor to the fame Offices, namely to be Prat- 

ton an Prefect and General of his Army, not fuf- 
pedling his treafonable Defigns. 

After tins new Advancement, a Pop was foon 
put to all the favourable Fortunes of Gordian , for 
Philip feeing himfelf fo Potent, and being dazled 
with the ambitious ProfpeT of a Crown, refolv’d 
to venture all to obtain it;and in order to that he 
us’d all poflible Methods of Kindnefs and Popu¬ 
larity to gain the Affections of the Soldiers, and 
make them Enemies to Gordiaii. Then Jo effed 
this Defign by his Artifices and Practices, he 
caus’d a Scarcity of Provifions in the Army $ 
and infinuating to the Soldiers that this proceeded 
from the Youth and Unskilfulnefs of Gordian , 
they determined to make Philip his Equal in the 
Empire, and that he fhou’d be as his Tutor and

Eujebms 
intimates that Philip going on the Vigils of Eafier

Affembly, to be prefenc at their Prayers, the Bi- 

fhop of the Place wou’d by no means fuffer him, 
unlefs he wou’d make publick Confeflion of his 
Sins, and pafs through the Order of the Penitents,

Aurelian 
was follow'd by all his victorious Legions, Horfe 
and Foot, in the mofr rich and fplendid Army, 
with Boughs of Laurel or Palm in their Elands* 
m which pompous Manner he enter'd the Capi¬ 
tol to Sacrifice according to Cuftom, and from 
thence to the Imperial Palace ; the next Day be¬ 
ing folemniz’d with all kinds of Sports, Games, 
and Feats, with the Additions of many extraor¬ 
dinary and uncommon Spectacles. He likewife 
according to Cuftom gave many Prefents to the 
People; and contrary to his former Cruelties be- 
ftow’d his Rewards upon his Enemies, making 

Tetricus Governor of Lucania , Calabria , Apulia , 

and Campania , and other Provinces in Italy, and 
conferr’d great Honours both upon Him and his 
Son. And he gave confiderable Lands and Pof- 
feftions to Aenobia , fufficienc to maintain her 
honourably according to her Quality, in which 
flie liv'd long after, being highly efteem’d and 

applauded by all Men , ftill preferving her an¬ 
cient Reputation, and the Dignity of her Per- 

fon. 

Aurclian continu’d in Ro?ne for fome Space in 
Peace and great Profperity, daily (hewing fome 
confiderable Alarks of his Juftice and Severity, 
as likewife his Grandeur and Oftentation. Fie 
fortifi d and repair d the Walls of Rome, and alfo 
enlarg’d them, which was not lawful for any 
Emperor , but only fuch as had enlarg'd the 
Bounds of the Empire ; for which Reafon they

Narfeus efcap’d by Flight, and Galerius purfuing 
the Victory, enter'd his Camp, where he took 
the King's Wives, lus Children, his Sifteis, and 
many of the Nobility of Perfla , with great 
Riches and Booty. Then marching forwards 
with his Forces, he Invaded Narfeus’ s Country, 
and made great Devaftations, without meeting 
any Refiftance ; from whence he repaired to 
Mefopotamia , to wait on Diocleflan , where he was 
receiv'd as in a Triumph, Diocleflan going out to 
meet him, and doing him great Flonoui. The 
Affairs of the Eaft being thus eftablifli’d, and the 
V or Mans and Ter fans Overthrown, Diocleflan and 
Galerius return’d into Europe and Italy , where they 

were met with great Joy and Satisfaction by Maxi- 
mian and Conftantius, who likewife had been ve¬ 
ry fuccefsful in their feverai Charges. 

Thefe great Men had now brought Peace and 

Security to three Parts of the Empire, the Eafi y 
Weft, and South ; but the Northern Nations cou'd 
not be throughly fubdu'd, as well for their Fierce- 
nefs and Courage, as their frequent withdrawing 
themfelves into Cold, Barren, and Inacceflible 
Places, which only themfelves cou'd ? endure :

This was a furpri- 
zing Sight both to Conftantine and his whole Army £ 
and the Commanders and Officers prompted by 
their Arufpices ^ look’d upon it as an inauipici~ 
ous Omen, portending a very unfortunate Expe¬ 
dition. But it made fuch a happy Impreflion up¬ 
on the Emperor’s Mind, that being further incou- 
raged by Vifions that Night, he caus’d the next 
Day a Royal Standard to be made like that which 
he had feen in the Heavens, and to be boin be¬ 
fore him in his Wars, as an Enfign of Victory 
and Safety ; After which he confulted with feve- 

ral Christian Bilhops, and by them was inftruflted

Conftantine was now Lord or 
a large Part of the Empire, having increas d his 
former Dominions by the Addition of all Italy, 
Sicily , and the Province of sijrick ; and now 
living in Peace and Profperity, he made many 
new and advantageous Laws for the Good and 
Peace of the Publick. He alfo took great Care 
and Pains to reduce all Arts and Sciences to their 
ancient PerfeAion, highly honouring and encou¬ 
raging fuch Mailers as were excellent, who at this 
time were greatly decay’d and dimimfh d. He 
bufily employ’d himfelf in the mod honourable 

Exercifes, being frequently Reading, Writing and 

Inditing, and hearing of Embaflies and Com¬ 
plaints, which were brought to him from ieveral 

Provinces ; and to all Men he fhew d himfelf ve¬ 
ry affable, mild, courteous and bountifu ; io that 
his Enemies have been forc’d to acknowledge ma¬ 
ny Vertues and Excellencies in this Piince.

Defpair; confeffing upon his Death-Bed, that a_ 
this was but a juft Punifhment upon him for lus 
fpiteful and virulent Proceedings againft Chnft and 
his Religion. This was the juft and miferable Death 
of a bloody Tyrant, and one of the rnoft bai ba- 
rous Perfecutors of the Church, by which Means 
the Churches in thefe Parts began exceedingly to 
flourilh, and the Chriftians for the prefent enjoy d 
a very ferene and profperous Seaton.

rally upon all Cbrifiians, entirely abolilhing al| Laws 
and Edicts, that had ever been made to their 1 re- 

judice ; and he iffu’d out fpecial Edi<as,CQfn mand- 

ins that no more Temples fhou d be built to the 

Honour of any Pagan God. He alfo . 
that in all the Provinces of the Empire, the Or¬ 
ders of the Bifhops fhou’d be exactly obferv d I; and 
to fuch as wanted a Competency for Subfittance, 
he aflign’d Goods and Rents to maintain them du¬ 
ring their Lives. He not only took Care for the 
Cbrifiians in the Empire, but us d fuch Methods by 
his Ambaffadors and Otherwife, that in Perfia and 
other Countries, they were not oppreis d, as toc- 
merlv : fo that the Gofpel wasincourag d and pro¬ 
pagat’d in many Parts of che World, by the Means 
and Methods of this mighty Emperor. But in this 
great Profperity of the Church, its Peace was 
highly dilturb’d, and its Purity daqgeroufly cor¬ 
rupted by the Errors and Herefies of the famous 
Arias, a Prieft in Alexandria, which in nine or ten 
Years Time, became fo popular and prevalent in 
many Provinces, that the Emperor himlelt was 
oblig’d to interpofe, and make ufe of extraordina¬ 
ry Remedies for this Infection. In order to whicn, 
he refolv d to call in the Affiftance of the whole 
Chrifiian Church ; and thereupon llTu d out his Let¬ 
ters into all Parts of the Chriftian World, fummo- 

ning the Bifhops and Clergy to meet at an Appoin¬ 
ted Day at Nice , the Metropolis of Bitbyma in rbefirjl 
the leffer Afia ; and this was the fir If general Coun- »*/ cowl ** 
cil eftablifh’d by human Laws fince ogr Savjours 
Nativity. To this Place repaired about three hun¬ 
dred and eighteen Bifhops, befides an innumerable 

company of Presbyters and Deacons, together with 

the Emperor himfelf in great Pomp i »l^ whwh 
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Number, except about leventeen, unanimoufly 

Condemned the Herefie of Arius , who was there¬ 
upon banidfd together with his Affociates. 

In the fame Year Conflantlne conferred the Dig¬ 
nity of Crefar upon his Son Conflant:m y who was 

the fecond he had by Faufia , and {ent him into 
Gaul to defend that Province again!!' the barbarous 
Nations. I~Ie likewife celebrated his Victnnalia , or 
twentieth Year of his Re ; gn, both at Nico media and 
Rome; and made many new Regulations in the 
Laws and State, redraining the Exorbitances of

whereas feveral Complaints were made againd his 
Favourites and particular Friends, he publifh’d an
